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A LARGE DEBT REDUCTION 


THE DECREASE IN JUNE MORE 
THAN EIGHTEEN MILLIONS. 

A FAVORABLE CLOSING OF THE FISCAL 
YEAR—INCREASED CUSTOMS RECEIPTS 
AND DECREASED EXPENDITURES. 

Wasuineton, July 2.—The public debt 
statement for June is analyzed as follows by 
Mr. John M. Carson, clerk of the Committee 
on Ways and Means: 

The fiscal year has closed with a much more 
favorable exhibit than was anticipated, the 
reduction in the public debt for June being 
over $18,000,000, and for the 12 months nearly 
$138,000,000. The reduction for last month is 
perbaps the largest ever made in a single 
month by the ordinary methods of business. 
There may have been occasions when the 
monthly reduction exceeded that of last 
month, but if so the result was obtained 
by the covering into the Treasury 
of some particular money which had been 
hitherto regarded as a liability or some such 
fund as the Geneva or Chinese indemnity. 
Even when in March, 1877, over $7,000,000 
was covered into the Treasury, that being the 
amount of the unappropriated balance of the 
Geneva award, the reduction for the month 
was only $14,000,000. In September, 1881, the 
reduction was about $17,500,000, and in 
August, 1882, it was over $16,000,000, but it 
cannot now be recalled that for any one 
month the ordinary receipts exceeded the ex- 
penditures by over $18,000,000. 

This unusual reduction of last month is at- 
tributable to a very large increase over May 
in Customs receipts and a large reduction in 
disbursements. The receipts from Customs 
for June were $20,600,000, an increase over 
those for the preceding month of about $7,000, - 
000, while the disbursements for pensions were 
only $1,000,000, against several millions dur- 
ing May. The reduction in the interest-bear- 
ing debt for the year just closed is $125,581,- 
250, which secures a permanent annual reduc- 
tion in the interest ,charge of $5,923,401. 
The extent to which the annual interest charge 
has been reduced can only be appreciated by 
giving the actual figures. In August, 1865, 
when the bonded debt was at its highest point, 
the annual interest charge was nearly $151,- 
000,000, the actual liability on this account lee- 
ing $150,97000, The anual interest charge is 
now $51,435,@9, a reduction of nearly $100,- 
000,009 in 18 years, the reduction in principal 
for the same period being over $1,000,000,00v, 
When the refunding operations under the act 
of 1870 were completed by Seeretary Sher- 
man, which occurred Aug. 1, 1879, the annual 
interest charge was nearly $84,000,000. Since 
then a reduction of over $32,000,000 has been 
made in this item, which represents an annual 
saving to that amount 

The available cash balance is over $151,000,- 

. an increase since June 1 of near!y $20,000, - 
000. The gold coin and the gold bullion fund 
is over $198,000,000, an increase for vhe month 
of nearly $5,000,000, There is no increase for 
the month in goid certificates outstand- 
ing, the amount of these certificates 
now outstanding being nearly $60,000,- 
DbU0O. The Treasury now contains within 
a fraction of 112,006,000 of standard 
silver dollars, against which tkere is outstand- 
ing in silver certificates $72,620,656; the net 
increase for the month in the number of these 
coins owned by the Government being about 
2,000,000. In gold and silver certificates there 
are now outstanding over $132,000,000, which, 
added to the volume of United States notes, 
would make the amount of Government notes 
in circulation $480,000,000, Since July 1, 1882, 
there bave been $25,000,000 added to the 
#t8ek of silver dollars in the Treasury. Tne 
standard silver dollars now in the Treasury 
reduced to bulk represéut 4,032 tons of 2,000 
pounds to the ton, and if tre $28,000,000 of 
fractional silver be added the weight is in- 
creased to 5,040 tons,

ROACH TO BUILD THE CRUISERS. 
HIS BIDS ON ALL THE VESSELS THE LOWEST 
RECEIVED. 

WaASsHINGTON, July 2.—Mr. John Roach 
was found to-day to be the lowest bidder of 
all the competitors for the construction of the 
four naval vessels authorized by the acts of 
Congress of August, 1882, and March, 1883. 
Proposals have been advertised for since April 
28 in all the leading cities, and only a week 
ago Secretary Chandler said there might be 
as many as 15 bidders, although he did not 
expect more than 10. It turned out that there 
were eight bidders in all. M. John Roach 
and the Messrs. Cramp submitted proposals for 
each of the four ships; Messrs. Harlan & 


Hollingsworth bid for each of the three 
cruisers, but not for the dispatch boat; the 
Delamater Iron-works Company, of New- 
York, bid for the Chicago, the largest cruiser, 
but the bid made by them stood fourth, that 
of Mr. Roach being $889,000, or $271,000 
less then that of the Delamater Com- 
pany and $191,000 less than that 
of the Cramps whose bid stood 
next to that of Mr. Roach. The Quintards, of, 
New-York, bid for the Atlanta, one of the 
3,000-ton cruisers, and were next to the highest 
bidders, the bid of Mr. Roach —., $617,900, 
or $158,000 less than that of Harlan & 
Hollingsworth, who were the highest bidders 
at $775,000, and $146,U00 less than that of the 
Quintards. Although the proposals for 
the cruiser Boston, which is to be 
a mate of the Atlanta, were alike, the bids dif- 
fered, Mr. Roach’s bid for the Boston being 
$2,000 higher than that forthe Atlanta; that 
of Harlan & Hollingsworth being $2,000 
higher, while that of the Cramps was the 
same, or $650,000 in each instance. The bids 
in detail were as follows:

& Sons, $889,000; Cramp & Sons, $1,080,000; Har- 
lan, Hollingsworth & Co., $1,120,000; Delamater & 
Co., $1,163,000.

$763,400; Harlan. Hollingsworth & Co., $775,000. 

For the Boston: John Roach & Sons, $619,000; 
Cramp & Sons, $650,000; Harrison Loring, $748,000; 
Harlan, Hollingsworth & Co.. $777,000. 

For the dispateh-boat Dolphin: John Roach & 
Sons, $315,000; Cramp & Sons, $375,000; Allen & 
Blaisdell, $380,000; H. A. Ramsay & Co., $420,000.

MR. ELAM’S CONDITION CRITICAL. 


FEARS THAT THE WOUNDED DUELIST 
DIE—MR,. BEIRNE AT HOME. 

RIcHMOND, July 2.—Information was re- 
ceived here this morning from Lieut.-Gov. Lewis's 
residence in Rockingham County, where Mr: Elam 
was taken after being wounded in his due] on 
Saturday with R, F. Beirne, that Mr. Elam’s con- 
dition is critical, and that the wound is much more 
aggravated than Wis at first reported. The ball 
struck near the right hip, passed inward and down- 


ward through the body and lodgéd in the left 
thigh, passing in its course very near the bladder. 
The bullet was extracted last evening. 

One of the most prominent physicians in the 
valley,who has examined Elam's wound, regards it 
as extremely dangerous, but he says nut neces- 
sarily fatal. Elam’s naturally nervous tempera- 
ment and the fact that he had been traveling 
about through the country for a week before the 
duel, tell against him. The deepest solicitude ia felt 
here for him. It was reported here at one 
time to-day that Elam’s wound was regarded as 
fatal, which caused considerable excitement. 
Mr. Beirne arrived to-day at his home in the 
village of Ashland 16 miles north of here. He 
has pot been arrested, nor have any ef the parties 
who were connected with the duel. With one ex- 
ception, no one has been convicted of dueling in 
this State since the war. The meg me ng cannot 
be forced to testify, ana therefore there is rarely 
ever any way of securing evidence. 


SrauntTon, Va., July 2.—Mr. Elam’s wound 
is mueh more serious than was at first apprehend- 
ed. After his removal from the field to the resi- 
dence of Mr. Lewis, a closer examination disclosed 
that the bal] had entered the right thigh near the 
junction of the upper third and lower two-thirds 
ofthe femur. After striking the bone it ranged 
backward and upward through the peritoneum 
and lodged in the left groin, whence it 
was extracted. It passed between the urethra 
and the rectum, lacerating the tissues 
but not pone a A injuring either organ. There has 
been no paralysis and no serious ipjury to the large 
vessels. The patient’s spirits are good. He him- 
self discovered where the ball was lodged. It will 
be remembered that on the field he stated that the 
shot had penetrated both legs. It is apprehended 
that some foreign substance has been lefi in the 
track of the bail, such as particles of clothing and 
splinters of bone. The ball, however, was but little 
battered. The wound, while not necessarily fatal, 
is a very serious one.

STATUS OF A WESTERN UNION SUIT. 

CuicaGco, July 2.—The status and location 
of the quo warranto case of the people ex rel. A. 
C. Storey and others against the officers of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company seems to be a 
matter of great doubt. Some time ago Judge Gary 
refused to allow it to be taken to the United 
States Circuit Court, but a transcript of the 


record was filed before Judge Blodgett, and, 
after argument, he decided to take and 
keep jurisdiction. Tne company made a motion 
before Judge Gary fora stay of proceedings be- 
cause the case had been transferred to the 
Federal court, but the Judge declined to grant 
it. He said he considered he stili had juris- 
diction, and did not see why he should give 
up any more than the Federal _ court. 
Both were Circuit Courts, and he did not 
think the case was removable. If the law autho- 
rized Judge Blodgett to grant an injunction against 
bim he would, of course, respect it, but until 
something of that kind was issued, he felt dis- 
posed to retain control of the case. The motion 
a . stay of proceedings would therefore be over- 
ruled.

THE VISIT OF THE IROQUOIS 
BRAVES 70 NEW- YORE. 

THEY ARE SATISFIED THAT MR. HEWITT 
WILL BE A CANDIDATE AND THAT THE 
CONVENTION WILL MEET IN CHICAGO. 

Cuicaco, July 2.—The committee of the 

Iroquois Club returned from New-York to- 

day, having labored to impress the Demo- 

cratic chieftains in the East that this city 
would be the most desirable place for 
the National Democratic Convention in 

1884. A reporter called to-night on Mr. 

F. G. Hoyne, Secretary of the Iroquois 

Club and a member of the committee, and 

asked him what the results of the trip were. 

‘*We were not sent East,” he said, ‘‘by the 

club as a formal committee to canvass this 

matter, but just went down there to look the 


gaunt over und feel the Democratic pulse. 
e intended to keep our mission quiet, as we 
feared any demonstration on our part would 
injure Chicago’s chances as a meeting place. 
You can imagine our surprise, then, on arriv- 
ing in New-York a week ago Saturday night, 
to find the representatives of six papers await- 
ing our arrival. We stopped at the Windsor 
Hotel while in New-York, but were out of the 
way of newspaper men except at bed-time and 
breakfast-time.” 

‘*Whom did you call upon ?” 

“We went up to Greystone and were pleas- 
antly received by Mr. Tilden, and we saw 
John Kelly, Abram S, Hewitt, Mr. Tilden’s 
brother, Mr. Scott, of Philadelphia, and a few 
others.” 

‘** How is Mr, Tilden looking ?” 

**First-rate. His residence, Greystone, is a 
beautiful place, and he is about the grounds 
everyday. He is pleasant ard affable, is erect 
in carriage, his voice is full and strong, and 
these newspaper stories about his precarious 
condition are all rubbish. The people around 
there think a great deal of him and speak with 
= of his great improvement since he bas 

n at Greystone.” 

‘*Who are mentioned in the East as Demo- 
cratic candidates for the Fresidency ?’ 

‘* Well, Mr. ‘Tilden and Mr. Hewitt.” 

“Will Mr. Hewitt be a candidate ?”’ 

‘**f{ am almost certain that he will. He told 
a New-York newspaper man who asked him 
that question that he was not a candidate, but 
if nominated he would accept the nomination, 
and if elected he would faithfully administer 
the duties of the office. Yes, I am quite sure 
he will be a candidate.” 

**'You say you called on John Kelly ?”’ 

‘Yes, and we had a very pleasant visit. He 
said that what he wanted to see was harmony 
in the party ranks. If aman who could win 
was nominated, Tammany would support and 
work for that man’s election, and he believed 
the nominee of the convention would bea 
man who could win.” 

‘* What does he think of Tilden ” 

** He does not think much of him, as he does 
not think he is a strong man. He believes, 
however, that he will be a candidate.” 

“Did you hear anything about candidates 
for the second place on the ticket ?’’ 

“Well, it was generally conceded that a 
Western man would be put there. They must 
have an Eastern man at the head of the ticket. 
A boom has been started for McDonald, of In- 
diana, who seems to be pr&tty well thought of 
by the Eastern leaders.” 

‘*What about New-York State ?” 

**The Democrats feel confident of carrying 
it in 1883, and I think they will.” 

‘What did you learn about the place of 
holding the Democratic Convention ?”’ 

“Several of the Eastern men favor Sara- 
toga, but if they hold the Convention there 
they will have to hold it in June, a month 
earlier than usual, to get the necessary hotel 
accommodations, for when the season opeas 
the hotels fill up. We made special reference 
to Chicago’s splendid hotel accommodations. 
Scott, of Pennsylvania, expressed himself in 
favor of Chicago as a meeting place; but then 
you can get no one now to promise to vote for 
any place. The meeting will be held this com- 
ing Winter to decide upon a place, and of 
course the Western members will vote for 
Chicago. I think Chicago stands a very gooa 
chance.”

Well, a newspaper man asked me what we 
thought of it, and then a newspaper comment- 
ed upon it. saying that the Iroquois Club 
could go through more difficulties and come 
to the front again with more dignity than any 
otherclub. It said that Mayor Harrison had 
made a speech at the banquet at which he 
affronted all of the other speakers, and that 
the club, nothing daunted, came out with a 
circular explaining the matter. So we did.” 

‘** Are there anv political clubs in New-York 
similar to your own ?”’ 

** Yes, the Manhattan Club isa Democratic 
club. Wé were received there, and pleasant- 
ly entertained. On the whole we were moro 
than satisfied with our trip.”’

THE TRADE DOLLAR PROBLEM. 


HISTORY OF THE COIN, ITS FLUCTUATING 
VALUE, AND ITS DISGRACE. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The Post will publish 
to morrow an interview with Mr. R. E. Preston, 
Acting Director of the Mint, in which that gentle- 
man gives the history of the coinage of the 
trade dollar and of the circumstances which 
have combined to make it objectionable as 
& part of the currency. He is quoted as 
saying: “The trade dollar was authorized 
to be coined by the act of Feb. 12, 1873. 
It was not intended for circulation in the 
United States, but for export to China. That em- 
pire possesses no mint for the coinage of gold or 
silver, and depends upon foreign coins for its 


domestic circulation, and until the institution of 
the trade doliar the principal shipments of coin 
to China were in the form of Mexican dollars. It 
was designed to compete with the Mexican dol- 
lar, and for that purpose was made a trifle 
more valuable, about two mills per piece. It 
therefore not only afforded a market for the sur- 
plus silver of the mines on the Pacific coast, but 
furnished merchants and importers from China 
with silver ina convenient form for payment for 
commodities, instead of their being oblized to pur- 
chase Mexican doliars for that purpose.”” Of the 
fluctuations in value of the trade dollar Mr. Pres- 
ton is quoted as saying that at the time the coin- 
age of this piece war authorized, silver bullion 
was worth in London about 59 15-16d. per ounce, 
British standard, at which rate the intrinsic 
value of a trade doilar was $1 03.47 in 
gold. Its average value during that year 
(1878) was $1 03.8 in gold. In July, 1876, siitver had 
fallen to the lowest price on record, and the bul- 
lion value of atrade dollar was onty 80.7 cents in 
gold. In December of the same vyearit was 101 
cents, and since that date it has fluctuated within 
& range of 13 cents to the dollar, until at to-day’s 
London quotation for silver bullion it is worth only 
87.49 cents. 

Mr. Preston is reported as saying of the legal- 
tender quality of the dollar that it was a legal 
tender until July 22, 1876, when Congress, by a 
joint resvulution, abrogated the legal-tender quaiity. 
This resolution also restricted further coinage to 
the actual export demand. It was found, however, 
that the law was evaded by persons who made 
affidavit that the coin was needed for export, and 
shipped it to China and back again to the United 
States, where it was put in circulation. Mr. Pres- 
ton is alse quoted as saying that it is a mistake to 
stippose that the trade dollar is a Government 
coin; that “under the coinage act which author- 
ized the coinage of trade dollars, these pieces were 
coined for depositors of silver bullion at the mints, 
and a charge imposed for coinage at a rate 
not to exceed the actual cost to the Government 
of manufacture. By this act any owner of silver 
bullion couid have the same coined into trade dol- 
lars. They therefore were not issued or paid out 
by the Government in payment of obligations or 
exehanged for other money, The standard sil- 
ver dollar and silver fractional eoins are 
coined from silver bullion purchased by the 
Government for that purpose, and on its 
own account, and are not coined for depositors, 
differing in this respect from the trade dollar which 
was coined. The truth is that the Government has 
endeavored to keep the trade doliar in its 
lawfal and proper channel, and that from 
ignorance of the law relative to this coin 
people have taken them in ordinary business 
transactions when they could have been lawfully 
refused. When asked what remedy he would 
propose, Mr. Preston replied: ‘There is none, un- 
less Congresa takes up the matter and legislates 
upon it. My idea would be to call all the coins in 
and redeem them,”’ and he added that Congress 
would have to settle the rate at which they should 
be redeemed.

PRIEST’S DEATH. 
et ae 
VICAR-GENERAL WALSH, OF CONNECTICUT, 
EXPIRES AFTER A BRIEF ILLNESS. 
New-Haven, July 2.—The Very Rev. 
Thomas Walsh, Vicar-General and Pastor of St. 
Rose’s Chureh, of Meriden, Conn., died suddenly 
at his home this evening of pneumonia and heart 
affection. He had been ill a few days, com- 


plaining for the first time on last Tuesday 
of indisposition, but neither his friends nor 
his physicians anticipated serious results, 
and up to 4 o’clock this afternoon all spoke 
hopefully ef recovery soon, Father Walsh 
was the best known and personally most 
popular priest in Connecticut. He had a large 
acquaintance outside of his own denomina- 
tion. He was influential in polities. He was 
52 years old, had been a priest for 27 years, and 
had been Pastor of St. Rose's fora few moaths 
more than a quarter of acentury. He succeeded 
Fatber Quinn, the first Catholic clergyman settied 
in Meriden, and founda small and poor congre- 
ess. numbering less than 100 souls. He worked 

ardand incessantly, and now at the time of his 
death the congregation numbers over 5,000. Six 
years ago Bishop Galberry appointed him Vicar- 
General, and when Bishop Galberry died Bishop 
McMahon continued him in the office. He was aman 
of great learning, and several books written by him 
in the interest of the Catholic faith have been pub- 
lished, receiving the commendation of the church. 
His extraordinary personal popularity was attested 
to-night by the fact that as soon as a report of his 
death was repeated on the streets a great crowd of 
people, Protestants mingling with his parishioners, 
assembled in front of the parsonage and exhibited 
deep signs of grief. Many priests from various 
towns of the State were present at the death- 
bed. Bishop McMahon arrived just after 
Father Walsh had _ died. Arrangements 
for the funeral have not yet been 
made, but it is expected the services will take 
place on Thursday. The late ex-Gov. Marshal! 
Jewell, who also died with pneumonia a few 
moaths ago, was one of the closest personal friends 
of Vicar-General Walsb.

A FATHER’S HEROISM. 


HOW JOHN MURPHY SAYED HIS CHILDREN 
AND WAS KILLED. 

Ansonia, Conn., July 2.—A heartrending 
aceident occurred here yesterday afternoon 
whereby John Murphy, 53 years old, sacrificed his 
life to save two of his children. Mr. Murphy 
moved here with bis family, consisting of his wife 
and eight young ehildren, from Windsor Locks, two 
weeks ago and entered the employ of Wallace & 


Sons. Yesterday afternoon he took two of bis 
little ones—a boy and a girl—out for a walk, re- 
marking to the others that they would be back 
soon. He took along with him a flute on which be 
sometimes played when on similar trips with his 
family in the woods, They walked up the tracks of 
the Naugatuck Railroad. Ashort distance above 
the house the track passes over a stream at a point 
where a cascade makes a loud enough noise to 
drown that made by an approaching train. Just 
peyond, the road turns sharply. It was here that 
the milk train, bound for Bridgeport, came sud- 
deniy upon them around the curve. Owing to the 
falling waters they had not heard ita approach. 
The engineer whistled for brakes, but his train was 
upon the party in a moment. The father of the 
children, quick as lightning, caught up the litte 
girl and threw her down the embankment on the 
right side of the track. Then he seized the boy 
and burled him down the other side. It was too late 
for bim tosave bimself. The engine struck him and 
threw him against a telegraph pole. One lee was 
cut completely off, and his ribs on the left side 
were driven througb his heart and lungs. He died 
inafew moments. The children were overcome 
by fright and unable to move. It was at first 
supposed they had been killed also. but upon ex- 
amination it was found they were only slightiy 
bruised.

MR HEALY NARROWLY ESCAPES 
DEFEAT. 

HE IS DECLARED ELECTED TO PARLIAMENT 
BY A 8MALL PLURALITY—A RADICAL 
LAND REFORM 8PEECH. 

Lonpon, July 2.—One of the Irish mem- 
bers of Parliament has received a telegram 
from Mr. Healy, Home Ruler, saying he has 
been elected member of Parliament for County 
Monaghan by 400 majority. 

DuB.in, July 2.—The result of the election 
in County Monaghan on Saturday is as fol- 
lows: Mr.° Healy, Home Ruler, 2,276; Mr. 
Monroe, Conservative, 2,011; Mr. Pringle, 
Liberal, 270. There was gréat confu- 


sion during the counting of the 
votes. After the official announcement of the 
result had been made, Mr. Parnell called the 
attention of the High Sheriff to a mistake 
which the latter had made in the count. ‘The 
mistake was corrected and Mr. Healy was 
finally credited with 2,376 votes. 

At Monaghan this evening Mr. Healy 
addressed a large crowd of people, by whom 
he was received with great enthusiasm. He 
said that landlordism had keen tram- 
pled under. foot, and that the election 
represented the demand of Ulster for 
speedy reform in the land laws. He 
had little doubt that before many years every 
farmer in Ireland would be the owner of his 
holding. Mr. Healy said that the victory of 
the Parnell party would lead toa reopening 
of the land question and other great reforms, 
and his hearers would see the day when Irish- 
men would make laws on their native soil. 

It is stated that Mr. Monroe, the Conserva- 
tive candidate in the Monaghan election, will 
forthwith lodge a petition against the seating 
of Mr. Healy on the ground of serious infor- 
malities. 
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COUNT DH CHAMBORD'S ILLNESS. 


HIS FRIENDS &TILL HOPEFUL — LITTLE 
CHANGE IN HIS CONDITION. 

Pants, July 2.—The Comte de Paris, the 
Duc d’Attmale, and the Due de Nernours are 
here in consultation, owing to the unfavorable 
news touching the condition of the Count 
de Chambord. It is stated that his re- 
lapse is due to the bursting of an in- 
testinal tumor.

It is stated that a royalist meeting will be 
held to-morrow, when documents brought by 
messenger from the Count de Chambord will 
be read to the assemblage. The messenger is 
expected to reach Paris to-night. 

The latest advices from Frohsdortf touching 
the condition of the Count state that hope for 
his recovery is increasing. 

Lonpon, July 3.—The latest dispstch to 
Reuter’s Telegraph Company from frohsdorff 
says that the doctors think there is no immi- 
nent danger of the death of tbe Count. 

A special dispatch from Paris states that the 
Comte de Paris has started for Frohsdorff, to 
which place yesterday’s Orleanist Council de- 
cided he should go with the Duc de Nemours 
and other participators in the celebrated fu- 
sion visit of 1873. 

It is believed that the Government has de- 
cided to expel from france every member of 
the Orleans family if the Comte de Paris 
makes any political demonstration.

PLANS AND HOPES OF THE PROMOTERS OF 
THE NEW ENTERPRISE. 

Boston, July 2.—Alderman Hadley, of Lon- 
don, who has been here duripg the past week in 
the interest of his cable company, the American, 
British, and Continental, for which two cables are 
being made in England, the laying of which 
will begin in September, has become inter- 
ested here in the workings of the district 
messenger system. On his return to London he 


will endeavor to introduce the system iv London 
as an adjunct and supplement to his cable and tele- 
graph service. It is understood that the cable 
company and the Postal Telegraph Company, 
which is to be its American connection, have 
signed a rigid contract, with heavy penalties, not 
to sell, lease, or co-operate with the Western 
Union or the present cable companies. It is 
understood that the postal people are now get- 
ting out tueir material for running a large six- 
wire copper line from New-York to Bangor, 
Me,, via Boston, with offices in the cities 
and towns along the route. Telegraph men here 
think this combination promises to be a stronger 
competition to the Western Union than even the 
late lamented Mutual Union. Some of the figures 
on which the new cablé company bases its claim 
to be able to do a remunerative pusiness with low 
cable tolls are interesting. The eables now in 
operation, all of which are in the Western Union 
system, are the Anglo-American Company’s four 
cables, costing £7,000,000; the Direct United 
States Company's one cable, cost £1,400,000; the 
French cable, cost £1,680.000. and Gould’s 
two American cables, cost £2,800,000, making a 
total cost of £12,880.000 for the eight cables. Of 
these, four are old, having been laid in 1869, 1872, 
1873, and 1874, respectively, and four are newer,. 
dating from 1880 and 1881, respeetively. The aver- 
age cost of each of the eight is thus £1,610,000, 
Now, the “A B. and C. Company,” they claim, 
can lay in its two main cables across the 
Atlantic and two cables from Great Britain 
to the Continent at an aggregate cost of only 
£1,590,000. In order to pay 5 per cent. on the capi- 
talinvested the joint companies must earn £644,- 
000 per annum net, while the new company re- 
quires only £75.000. The jojnt companies have to 
provide a renewal fund for old cahles, while the 
bnew company will require nothing for years to 
come. The joint companies have tu pay the 
expenses of four Boards of Directors and four 
sets of office men, and over £200,000, while 
the new company’s expenses will be only 
about £50,000. Furthermore, the joint companies 
have to pay for obtaining tbelr continental busi- 
ness. while the new company, with its own conti- 
nental cables, can retain the extra tolls, which will 
average 24d. per word. A large increase in the 
volume of business is also expected naturally to 
follow the adoption of a sixpence per word rate.

THE CHARGES AGAINST ITS MANAGEMENT 
NOT THUS FAR SUSTAINED.

Saturday was a complete surprise to the officials of

B. Dinsmore, the complainant, was represented by 
Major E. T. Green, one of the counsel of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, and Barker Gummere, of this 
eity. When Mr. Gowen stated thathis object was 
to have the injunction forbidding the Philadelphia : 
and Reading Railroad to colleet or receive any of 
the earnings of the Central Railroad, which 
they had leased, dissolved,-- er at least 
modified, Mr. Gummere opposed it on 
the ground that tne complainant had not 
received the reguiarlegal notice. Mr. Gowen then 
insisted that the whole proceeding was a sécret 
one, the outeom of a conspiracy, and that the 
bill of complaint had. after it had been filed, been 
pocketed by the counsel, and no one had had a 
chance to see it. It had been sent tothe printer 
on Saturday, and when Mr. John Kean, Jr., with 
an order of the court, called to get or make 
a copy of it he was refused on whe ground 
that counsel had forbidden it. The suit, he 
insisted, was a scheme to financially cripple the 
Philabelphia and Reading and to depreciate the 
stock. The Reading Road had to pay out $1,000,- 
000 and the Central $600,000 for interest to-day 
and this movement, if it was successful, would 
prevent the payment of wages to employes-on the 
Central and injure widows and-children simply to 
benefit a lot of stock gamblers. Mr. Dinsmore, the 
complainant, had consented to the lease because 
he knew that the Board of Directors: were in favor 
of the lease,and although he didnot attend the siec-: 
tion he sent his proxy to Mr.Gowen to vote his 1,000 
shares. The shares were the pro of the 
Adams Express Company, of which he is Pres- 
ident. The clients of Mr. Green, he said, had been, 
his oppenents for three years ormore and had 
been to every bank and other moneyed institution 
to injure the Reading. Hehad to wage acontest 
during that time such as no mah had ever 
He denied an allegation in the bill that the 
Reading was insolvent, and said if he knew 
that the bill charged such a thing he 
would have brought a miilion dollars from 
the treasury of that company to deposit 
with the Clerk of the court if necessary. He 
offered to buy Mr. Dinsmore’s shares on the spot 
or make any deposit to guarantee-him against loss. 
He further offered to give any security the court 
thought just and reasonable to order for the safety. 
of the finds collected on the Central Raliroad. A 
dispute arose as to the amount of the security ta 
be deposited, and the court finally fixed the sum at 
$250,000 as security until next Monday, when the 
case will be argued. The court made the foilow- 
ing order: z 

“The a is dissolved upon filing 6 bond in 
thesum of $250,000, conditioned that the Phiiadel- 
phia and Reading Railroad Company shail retain as a 
separate fund, subject to the furt order of the 
court, all the moneys arising from the operation of 
the Central Railroad, for injury, over and above the 
amount necessary to y the expenses and fixed 
charges of the Central Railroad of New-Jersey.” 

A bond was at once executed and filed in that 
amount, with Samuel K. Wilson, H. S. Little, and 
Franklin B. Gowenias securities.= Mr. Gowen also 
moved for the appointment of an examiner to take 
testimony in the case to prove the conspiracy 
which he alleges existed. That matter was laid’ 
over until to-morrow, when the arguments in the 
cases involving the joint use of the Long Branch 
Railroad and the appointment of a Superintenden# 
therefor will take place.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO’S CUT-OFF. 

Pirtssurc, July 2—The Streets Row 
Branch of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad was 
opened for freight»business to-day. This branch 
is the cut-off between Pittsbar¢ and Wheeling, 
and enables the Baltimore and Ohio for the first 
time to compete with other roads in the shipment 
of freight from this city tothe West. Heretofore 
any freight forthe West received in this city had 
to be transferred 150 miles east to Cumberland 
and 200 miles west to Wheeling, but by the 
Streets Run Branch this distance is reduced to 
only 60 miles, The new road is intended ezpecialiy: 
to give the company a share of the Pittsburg 


tonnage and unexcelled facilities for shipping the 
gas coais and coke of the Connelisville region to- 
the lakes by way of Sandusky and Chicago. An 
increased pereentage in the coke and coal pools 
will probably be asked. The valleys of Lick Rua 
and Peters Creek, through which the cut-off 
passes, contain some of the tinest gas coal. in Alie< 
gheny and Westmoreland Counties, which bereto- 
tore have been inaccessible by the absence of rail- - 
road facilities, The company expects to obtain a 
large tonnage from this region when the 
properties are opened and developed. There 
are also fine quantities of limestone in the 
immediate vicinity of the line, which will 
find a market in this city. At present only freight 
will be carried over the new route. After a month 
or two passenger trains will also be run. The im- 
portance of the new line is appreciated by tbe 
Baltimore and Ohio officia’s. a3 itis officially an- 
nounced that the Baltimvre and Ohio Company 
propose to erect a new passenger station upon the 
site of the present structure. The company dur- 
ing the next year will also build an iron bridge 
across the Monongahela River, to connect the 
Streets Run Branch with the main tracks.

ELMIRA’S MAYOR FIGHTING GOULD. 

Exiurra, N. Y., July 2.—The prolonged 
feuds between Mayor Arnot, of this city, and the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
Company culminatea this afternoon in open per- 
soual warfare -between the authorities on both 
sides. Elmira, at the instance of the Mayor, has 
fought the railroad company at every-point; first, 
to prevent the laying of tracks through the city, 
next to limit its facilities and approaches to 
the strtion, and finally to stop tke loca-- 
tion of @ single track communicating with 
the leeal freight station in the heart 
of the city. On the- merits of this fight

vetoed every action favorable to the railroad com- 
pany. The Common Counsil voted the company: 
the privilege of laying a single track down State- 
street to Fifth to connect with the company’s land 
and freight station below. The track was laid 
across Fifth-street instead of merely to it. 
Mayor Arnot, through Street Commissioner Ronan, 
sought to tear up the track because it was laid 
across the street. The Lackawanna men ran loco. . 
motives and cars upon the raiisto prevent their 
being torn up, but afternoon, while the 
cars were temporarily off, the Mayor and 
gangs of men began tearing up the track, 
Aiderman Peters, of the Seventh Ward, who 
is the Lackawanna’ Station Agent,  inter- 
fered and rap cars down on the road. andi 
he and Switchman Brown were arrested forviolat- 
ing an ordinance in blockading the street, The 
Mayor and his men continued tearing up the rails,.

THRAE CARBONDALE HBROKS. 


eae 

THE STARTLING ADVENTURES OF LARRY 
O’ROURKB AND HIS WARLIKE COM- 
PANIONS. 


The city of Carbondale, standing at the head 
of the Lackawatna Valley, is one of the oldest 
coal towns in Pennsylvania, and has been the scene 
of some quaint and amusing incidents. An epi- 
s0de of the war which I heard to-day !s worth re- 
peating. It occurred at a time when patriotism 
was at fever heat, and the foe was expected to 
march on the Statecapital. Larry O'Rourke, Chief 
McGarry, and Paddy Bridget, three of the “solid 
men” of the city, who were then in their prime, 
were enjoying a sodlal glass at the corner grocery 
onapleasant Summer evening, whentheir atten- 
tion was arrested by aloud voice about a block 
away. It was that of the auctioneer, John M, 


Poore, selling off the effects of a farmer. Mr. Poore 
was descanting on the virtues of a plow when the 
two heard him, He told the gaping throng how 
nicely it couid turn up the earth, and what a fab- 
ulous day's work the owner had done with it on 
| one oceasion. 

* What's that he said!" asked Larry O'Rourke of 
MoGarry. 

**He says that they are plowin’ up the fieids with 
the bullets of the foe,”” was McGarry’s reply. 

Paddy Bridget could not listen to any more. 
Springing to his feet with an Indian yell, he ex- 
claimed, with flashing eyes: “It's time for fightin’ 
men to be in the field!” Then he gave another 
war-whoop, which was taken up by O'Rourke and 
McGarry. Another drink was had, and the trio 
started out in search of the anctioneér, who speed- 
ily pressed them into the service of Uncle Sam. 
The story of their patriotism thrilled Carbondale 
that night. and when they went to the station with 
several others they were avecompanied by one of 
the largest processions of weeping men, women, 
and children that was ever seen in that portion of 
the State. There was a brass band at the head of 
the procession, and the leave-takings, which were 
most affecting, lasted nearly an hour. Nobody 
ever expected to see the noble trio back again— 
that is, nobody but a wicked cynic, who made him- 
self very unpopular by sneering at the demonstra- 
tion and saying that it would take a bigger army 
to hold them inthe field than to fight the enemy. 
The train was gone at last and Carcvondale was a 
sad and sorrowful vity. 

After aslow ana tediousride Camp Curtin was 
reached, and the three valiant Carbondale men 
were astonished to find that they did not receive 
more attention. The Colonel did not come out and 
say ** Boys, I'm glad to see you,” and the Governor 
did not say “ What will you bave, gentlemen?” 
On the contrary, nobedy seemed to eare a fig what 
they did or what they would have, and their first 
night in — was a hungry and disappointing 
one. It wasalsoathirsty night. They had in the 
meantime fallen in with a man named Carr 
Simpson, who had established a reputa- 
tion in Carbondale for being able to get 
along without work, and when the quartet 
began to realize the eold and comfortless realities 
of asober soldier's life it changed the feeling of 
patriotism to one of disgust. The very next night 
they ran away. determined to return to their weep- 
ing friends. After walking aiong the railroad un- 
til they grew tired they took refuge in a friendly 
pile of lumber, where they lay down and slept. 
An hour or two later they were aroused by an ap- 
proaching train. and, starting up in a hurry, they 
made a desperate resolve to “catch on.” In this 
they succeeded, but Carr Simpson lost his hat and 
had to travel bareheaded. The train soon brought 
them in sight of a tall building, and O'Rourke ex- 
claimed, * Hello, boys; I see a familiar landmark.” 

“The devil you do,” said Carr Simpson; ‘*it’s 
back te Harrisburg the train has bronght us.” 

So it had, and they thought they had been riding 
in the direction of their homes all the time. It 
was a terrible disappointment. McGarry was a 
man of few words. He breathed a silent prayer 
for his family at home, then let himself fall from 
the car while the train was running at the rate of 
20 miles an hour. The others followed his exam- 
ple. All got off without injury and once more set 
outonthe journey for Northumberiand, bitteriy 
cursing the luck that made them steal a ride the 
wrong way. Footsore and weary, they came 
within sizht of a village inn, and Paddy Bridget, 
who was the most original of the num- 
ber, planned the means of obtaining a 
night’s rest and something to eat. He de- 
cided that they should pass themselves off 
as wealthy drovers, although neither had as much 
in nis pocket as would “jingle on a cobbier’s lap- 
stone.”’ They were to represent themselves as 
being ahead of their drove of cattle, which was 
quite large and would arrive some time before 
morning. This they did successfully, and in mak- 
ing arrangements with the landlord Paddy Bridget 
hoped the drove could be properly accommodated. 
While en route, he said, one of the vicious cattle 
had eaten Carr Simpson's hat, which accounted for 
the fact that he was bareheaded. 

The quartet then preceeded to the bar-room at 
Paddy Bridget’s request. He winked at the bar- 
tender to ‘‘set °em up” and whispered that he 
must take one himself. Each of the others did the 
same, and then they had a bottle filled and took it 
to their room, Bridget remarking that it must be 
charged in the bill. They slept soundly and were 
up at dawn, that is, everybody but Carr Simpson. 
He was sound asleep on the floor, and close beside 
him was the empty bottle, whose acquaintance he 
had cultivated during the night. He was dead 
drunk. Howto get him away wasthe puzzle. It 
wculd not do to throw him through the window, 
and to lead him down stairs might be disas- 

‘trous, as the expeeted “drove of cattle" had 
not yet arrived. Finally a convenient ‘colic’ was 
decided upon and a warrior got en each side of 
Simpson, and with a few pre'iminary oaths and a 
last lingering look at the bottle they commenced 
the descent. The coast was clear. A servant was 
busying herself with preparations for breakfast. 





he | The water to wash with was in the back yard, and 


the four went out for their morning’s ablutions. 
But they didn’t wash any. Forafewminutes they 
sauntered around the garden which was securely 
fenced in, and they threw Simpson over the wall 
and jumped afterhim. The fall sobered Simpson 
and he ran like o deer as soon as he recoy- 
ered his feet. He was closely followed 
by his companions. and they did not halt until 
they had left the village inn far behind. This is 
how they paid their hotel bill. Justas they were 
congratulating themselves on their escape, they 
eame in sight of a bridge that crossed the river. 
Here was another obstacle. ‘They did not have a 
penny to pay toll with. Bridget arranged them in 
arow, and then went ahead himself. When the 
gate-keeper demanded toll, he pointed over his 
shoulder with his thumb and said: “ The gentle- 
man behind will pay for me,”’ and passed on. 
Hearing this the gentlemen behind began to run, 
and the gate-keeper seeing such a desperate effort 
to cheat him, began firing afterthem. Fora time 
it seemed as ifthe warriors who had escaped the 
perils of the battle-field would fall viotims to the 
pistol of a toll-taker, but they sscaped unscathed, 
and after several days of tramping and ingenious 
foraging they reached Pittston. 

There was a wake at Pittston on the night they 
eame, and they attended it. Of course, they were 
able to make a plansible excuse for their presence, 
and O'Rourke professed to be posted on all the 
great battles. Toward midnight there was a lively 
| dispute as to some fine military point, and 

O'ourke undertook to decide it, but as soon as 
he gave his opinion he was struck a stunning blow 
between the eyes and knocked down. ‘This led to 
areguiar riot, and the four Carbondale soldiers, 
who were running away to save thelr lives, 
were thrashed soundly. They did not like 
to return to their native city in broad 
| daylight, as they knew their weeping friends 
nad not yet dried their tears or done drowning 
their serrow. They were fortunate, however, in 
the fact that each was battle-scarred,. although of 
| course they were not reacy to admit that their 

wounds were received at a wake. O'Rourke had 
a first-class foundation for a pension in the shape 
of avery badly bruised and much discolored eye,and 
they were home several days before they showed 
themselves. In the meantime the battle of Gettys- 
purg had been fought, and when the valiant quartet 
did appear. they saved thernselves from ridicule by 
an ingenious story that they were the only sur- 
vivors of their company in the great fight. But 
| when the truth was learned there was a good deal 
| of fun about it, and being of a jolly. devil-may- 
| eare disposition, the four patriots joined in the 
| sport at their own expense. They have declared 
often since that they would not have run away if 
the Government had provided a liberal supply of 
whisky for eack soldier, and that it was thirst, 
rather than cowardice, that made them ycarn for 
the comforts of home.

NEW SUHZ CANAL AFYVAIRS.

Paris Dispatch to the London Times. 

The annual meeting of the Suez Canal Com- 
pany was held this afternoon. ‘Sheattendance, for 
obvious reasons, was unusually large, and the con- 
versation carried on before the proceedings com- 
menced was anything but complimentary to Eng- 
land, while it showea resignation to the idea of 


doubling the canal at an early date as a concession 
or checkmate to English agitation. M. de Leaseps 
was loudly ocbeerad on taking the chair. The 
three English Directors were on the platform ; 
also Mr. Plunkett, as representative of the English 
Government, and M. Emile Ollivier, 2s counsel to 
the Egyptian Government. 

The year’s accounts were then submitted. The 
total revenue amounts to 63,409,593f. This is ap- 
portioned as follows: First to expendisure. The 
total expenditure amounts to 18,267,780f., of which 
11,632,000f. falls to interest of bonds,  2,433,000f. 
to the trafile service, and 2,142,000f. to repairs. 
Secondly, to interest of capital, 9,836,000f. Thirdly, 
to interest of consolidated coupons, 1,700,000f., 
and two minor items—in all 80,841,000f., which 
Jeaves a surplus of 83,341,000f. From this must 
still be deducted the 5 per cent. for the reserve 
fund—viz., 1,667,000f. The net profit is, therefore, 
81,674.318f. Of this sum 71 per cent. is paid to 
the shareholders, 22,488,0s0f.; 15 per cent. to the 
Egyptian Government, 4,751,000f.; 10 per cent. to 
the founders, 3,167,000f.; 2 per eent, to the Direo- 
tors, 633,000f., and 2 per cent. to the employes, 633,- 
Goof. These figures come out as dividends thus: 
On shares, 56f.; founders’ parts, 81f.; delegations, 
82f. This gives a net payment on each five-hun- 
Gred-frane sharo of 81f.. or upward of 16 per cent., 
Ogainst 68f. paid last year. The dividends paid 
since 1874 have been as follows: 1874, 25f.; 1875, 
26f. 88c.; 1876, 28f. Sc.; 1877, 82f. 99c.; 1878, Bf. 
44c.; 1879, 29f. 870.; 1880, 46f. 89c.; 1891, 68f,; 1882, 
Sif. The present dividend is thus eonsiderably 
higher than any former one. 

M. de Lesseps then read the report, a lengthy 
document, which, after describing the traftlc and 
operations of the year, discussed the “general 
situation.” Here it was not always easy to tell 
what was text aud what was commentary, for M. 
de Lesseps, with his usual fluency, would now and 
again supplement the report by remarks, for which 
he was himseif, of course. exclusively re vonsible. 
The insinuation that the British Government con- 
templated any violation of the company’s rights 
Was repelled as a manceuvre of designing per- 
sons, and an article from the Jimes of 
Decembe last was quoted in proof of 
the binding character of the arrangements, 
as to rates and otherwise, between England 
and the company. The loyal co-operation of the 
English delegates on the board was also recog- 
nized, and M. de Lesseps peremptorily affirmed 
that England contemplsted no infringement of the 
company’s position. The agitation in England 
was condemned as barren, and fn proof that it was 
not the cause of the company’s design of doubling 
the canal, the report quoted the minutes of the 
board meeting in January, when such an eventu- 
ality was distinctly recognized, although, as a con- 
cession to the English Government, the board un- 
dertook not to commit itself to the enterprise 
without England's apereval. 

Lord Granyille’s dispatch to Washington and his 
speech in the House of Lords last Summer on the 
Panama Canal question were likewise cited to the 
effect that the Panama Canal must be equally 
open to all nations, and it was urged that England 
eould not consistently take up one ground at Pan- 
ama and another at Suez. The testimony of Mr. 
3axter to the fairness of the company’s manage-. 
ment was also quoted. Some English newspapers, 
it was observed, while eulogizing the Preeident, 
had been proposing to oust the company 
from its rights, while others had been insulting 
him and denouncing him as a despot and dicta- 
tor. The Fresident, however, had never acted, 
and would never act, without having deliberated 

. with the Directors, nor without the approval of 
the shareholders, Some of these assailants were 
rominent 20 years ago in decrying the canal as 
mpracticabie and in professing pity for the people 
who had invested their small savingsin it. Yet 
they would fain now deprive these people of the 
fruits of their enterprise. 

As to reduced rates, the report recognized the 
interests of shipping. but vindicated the right of 
the shareholders to be enriched in return for the 
sacrifices they had made, and hinted that when 
the dividend had reached 20 per vent. the time 
would have arrived for concesssions on this head. 
Unless the shareholders were properly remunerat- 
ed the people would be deterred, it was suggested, 
from enter ng into undertakings of public utility. 
They had the same right as manufacturers and 
merebants to a good interest on their capital. 

As regarded the question of a second canal, the 
Directors have been giving consideration to the 
necessity of constructing a second canal to meet the 
requirements of an ever-increasing traffic. The 
question was stillunder examination, and the Di- 
rectors had not yet diseussed the means of car- 
rying it out. Suggestions from all sides would, 
however, be duly considered, and with the loyal 
co-operation of the English Government a satisfac- 
tory solution might be expected. The report eon- 
cluded by insisting that the company was in a bet- 
ter situation than any outsider to make the second 
canal, and that it alone had the right to do so. 
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THE NORTHZRS IN SAN FRANCISOO, 
Correspondence of the Chieago Advance, 
June came in upon us this year with what 
some of the papers very justly calla “torrid snap.” 
The 5th and 6th were hotter days in San Fransisco 
than were ever recorded before, On the 5th the 
meroury reached 96°, and on the 6th touched 100°. 
There have been but 41 days in San Francisco since 
1849 on which the mercury reached 85°, and less 


than a dozen on which it passed 90°. No eases of 
sunstroke occurred this year and few of dizziness 
or sickness caused by heat. Singularly, the hot- 
test weather immediately about San Francisco Bay 
is always in connection with a north wind. Our 
**northers” are,in fact, one of our most marked 
and mysterious institutions. They prevail mostly 
in the Spring; but we are liable to them at all 
times of the year. Whence they eome—their or- 
igin or track—has never yet been defined by the 
meteorologist. It can usually be told a few hours 
in advance thata norther is coming. The atmo- 
sphere is swept clear of all haze, the hills are 
sharply defined and have arealistic look. Thena 
heavy roar is heard from the eafions and all gaps in 
the hillranges. The wind has no twist or whirl, 
fortunately; if it had it might be very destructive. 
It moves in straight lines, but with intense force. 
It is evidently a land wind, and as evidently of 
desert quality. It is terribly, sometimes fatally, 
desiccating to all vegetable life. Three days of it 
would surely leave a wheat-field as parched and 
dead as though a fire had swept it. The hillsides 
about Oakland on Monday, June 4, were as fresh 
and green as April; on Thursday, June 6, they 
were brown and dry as yours in August. The oalla 
lilies withered, the roses crumbled off the stems, 
the grass shriveled, currants were cooked on the 
bushes. A peculiar electric condition accompanies 
the norther. Cattle, horses, dogs, chickens, : 
ple, are made almost uncontrollably irritable. For. 
tunately, the norther lasts usually not more than 12 
to 2 hours. Three days of it would be destruc- 
tive, and it comes but three or four times a year.

The will of George Nugent, late of German- 
town, was proved on the 27th ult. After provid- 
ing for his widow and his own family, he makes 
the following public bequests: The Philadelphia 
Baptist Home, $5,000; American Sunday-school 
Union, $1,0C0: American Baptist Home Mission So- 
ciety, $1,000; the Philadelphia City Mission, $1,000; 


American Baptist Publication Society, $2,000; 
American Baptist Historical Society, $1,000; the 
Second Baptist Church of Germantown, $3,000; the 
Conshohoeken Baptist Church, $1,000. Upon the 
decease of Mrs. Nugent, he gives the whole residue 
of his estate to 12 Trustees, with which to founda 
‘“*home or institution for the accommodation, 
maintenance, and support of aged and infirm min- 
isters of the Gospel and other persons who may be 
members in good standing of any regular Baptist 
church.” But he gives said Trustees full power to 
admit to such home, if the funds will admit, mem- 
bers of other evangelical churches who may be 
aged, infirm, or in want, and who are in good 
standing ta their several churches.

OUR LAWYERS AND THE ENGLISH 


———— 
From the London Times, 

So many are the points of similarity that 4 
would be easy to overlook the real differences be 
tween the legal profession here ana in the United 
States. One of them isthe much more important 
place which it holds in the latter, “‘In no country 
in the world,” said Burke fully a century ago, with 
reference to America, “is law so general a study,” 
and this remark still holds good. Law is apd al- 


ways has been regarded there as a road leading to 
all greatness. Usually about two-thirds of the 


members of Congress are lawyers. ey swarm 
in journalism. They beouthe Mrolual pa or 
great financiers. They puil the wires. organize 
parties, and play a political part altogether out 
of proportion to that whieh belongs to the 
same elass here. Our lawyers, even the greatest 
of them, have rarely had more than @ secondary 
position in politics. On the other hand, frem Ham- 
ilton’s time to our own, the same class in the 
United States has always been in the very front 
rank of party warfare. It is. moreover, a much 
more humerous class than with us. We have, to 
be sure, no lack of lawyers, but an average Ameri- 
can town will contain three times as many mem- 
bers of that profession as an English town of equal 
size. Some differences in lawyers here and there 
which strike overy observer may be aseribable to the 
ebaracter of legal education in the two countries. 
There are plenty of law schools in the United 
States—there are, in fact, more facilities for legal 
instruction than here—and, as men who have been 
eminent as advocates or Judges do not despise the 
duties of the Professor, the instruction is probably 
of a better quality than what we have. Bat not a 
few of the men who climb to the top of the legal 
tree in the United States do so withont the aid of 
much book learning. The list of eminent Judgea 
who were iumber-cutters or bargemen in their 
youth, but who, smitten with ambition, took to 
reading stray copies of Blackstone by the 
light of a pine knot, who were first ane- 
cessful in winning verdicts in local disputes, 
and who by and by became Chief-Justices 
of their own States, or rose to high places 
in political life, is long. This is an honorable fea- 
ture of American life. It means a succession of 
able, vlear-headed men who know the world even 
better than their books, and it isa minor drawback 
that It oecasionally deprives the utterances of even 
the highest tribanals of finish and refinement, 
ot may be, after ali, but secondary judiciai vir- 

And, indeed, there have been American lawyers 
who were deficient in no virtue which either the 
English Bench or Barin its best days could boast. 
One has only to recall the late Horace Binners, 
revered for his beauty of character as much 
as for his talents, the centre of a cultivated 
cirele, and presiding with a certain majestic 
graee over the American Bar for many years, to 
own that it has not lacked its share of minds of 
rare refinement. If one were to examine the his- 
tory of the Boston and Philadeiphia Bars, one 
would see that the connection between law and 
literature has been always close, and that if it 
were Got the practice, after the fashion of Mans- 
field, to “‘drink champagne with the wits,” it was 
the aim of advocates such as Choate and Pinekney 
to prepare themselves by sedulous cultivation of 
literature for forensic suecess. Here we toueb 
another point of contrast. Mr. Justice Stephen 
observes, in his recently published book, 
that elequenee has died ont in our crim- 
inal courts, and he might have added iz 
civil courts also. No one at the English 
Bar cultivates with eonspicuous success the art of 
which the present Chief-Justice and his predeces- 
sors were masters, and, it is needless to say, it 
rather despised by those who are not proficient 
it. This is different from the American Bar. 
Ameriean advocate of repute is, as a rule, much 
more fluent and ornate than bis English brother, 
and the leaders of the American Bar, such as Mr. 
Evarts, aspire toa style of eloquence rarely ven: 
tured upon here. The tradition as to this art has 
never heen quite the same in the two countries. 
Even florid English forengic speakers, such ag 
Talfourd, were simplicity itself as compared 
with the standard set up and followed. say. 
by Daniel Wehster. Erskine loved display, and 
took eare, it was said, to putin front of him his 
books, in a picturesque heap, before he began to 
address a jury. Even he, however, was unaffected 
and unadorned in comparison with Pinckney, who 
addressed, we are toid, the Supreme Court in the 
garb of a full-blown dandy of the day, bright- 
colored gloves not exeepted. And this taste, sume- 
what modified it is true, has iasted to the present 
time. Those who have heard the late Mr. Dana 
or Mr. Sumner pleading will agree that the foren- 
sic style of speaking of the two countries is de- 
cidedly unlike, and they will uot be prepared to 
give off-hand the palm ‘to the English styia, which, 
if business-like and to the point, is so offen silp- 
shod and so rarely elegant. 

These are but a few, and perhaps the smallest, of 
the points of dissimilarity. American lawyera 
might claim ‘with considerable cogency that they 
had cultivated not merely the graces of their pro- 
fession more assiduously than the Euglish Bar, but 
that they were accustomed to look at new legal 
questions raised by the cireumstances of modern 
society with a freedom and breadth ot view which 
is very rare here. It would be vain to try to 
determine the question of superiority as to this. 
It is pleasanter to dwell on matters beyond dis- 
pute—the fact, for example, that the Supreme 
Court bas never wanted a suecession of learned 
Judges worthy to come after Elisworth and Mar- 
shall, and that some of the Bars of the United 
States have always been distinguished by advo 
cates of great ability. itis especially pleasant to 
observe that time has not snapped the bonds 
knitting English to American law.

INTERESTING HISTORY OF A SWORD. 

Atlanta Correspondence of the Macon Telegraph. 

I presume hundreds of people visit the Ex- 
ecutive Office at the Capitol without seeing or no- 
ticing the magnificent sword suspended on the 
wall. Isaw it forthe first time’a day or two ago, 


and this morning Judge John D. Stewart and Judge 
Alexander Erwin had their first view ofit. Itisa 
magnificent sword and has a notable history. In 
the war of 1812 one of the most gallant officers in 
the United States service was Lieut.-Col. Daniel 
Appling, of Georgia. He distinguished himself in 
a number of omngenee particularly at the bat 
tle of Sandy Creek. His native State took notice 
ot his gallant services, and in i814 the Legisla- 
ture passed an act to present him with 
a sword suitable to his rank, in appre 
ciation of his gallantry. For some cause 
the sword was not ready for presentation until 
some years after, and when the gallant Georgiap 
had been gathered to his fathers. When the sword 
was ready Gov. Rabun addressed a special mea- 
sage to the Legislature on the subject asking for 
a proper disposition of the memorial. That Lé- 
gisiature, in a beautiful resolution recounting the 
distinguished services of Col. Appling, his death, 
and the fact that there were no male heirs to his 
fame, and fortune, decided thai the State was the 
fittink guardian of the fame of so distinguished a 
gon, and enacted that tne sword should be pre 
served in the Executive Department of the State. 
And so it has hung in the Executive Offic 
65 years, Se three-quarters of a century, 
with the exception of the closing period of the 
war, when the faithful old Petersen Thweatt bore 
it away in safety till it could be safely returned. 
The sword was made in Philadelphia in 1817 at a 
cost of $1,200. The hilt and scabbard are heavily 
mounted in solid gold, the blade is of the finest 
steel, and on one side is engraved the presentation, 
now so dim with the rust and stains of years that 
it oan searcely be desiphered. Over the sword 
suspended is a frame containing the printed copy 
of the special message of Gov. un and thé 
Legislative resolution. Col. Daniel Appling 
born Aug. 25, 1787, died March 18, 1818 He ente 
the United States Army when 18 years old. Appling 
County was named In his honor,

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 
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INVESTIGATING ARCHITECT HILL’S 
CONTRACTS. 

{HE ALLEGED OVERCHARGES IN NEW-YORK 

—MR. DAMON TELLS HIS SIDE OF THE 


BRIBERY STORY. 

WasHInGTon, July 2.—The Hill Investigat- 
mg Committee resumed its sessions this morning, 
and <sen. Stinemetz continued his testimony rel- 
ative to the cost of the extra work performed by 
Bartlett, Robbins & Co. upon the New-York Post 
Office. He said that $400 would have been a fair 
price for ornamental work on a staircase in the 
New-York Post Office for which Bartlett, Robbins 
& Oo. charged $800. Other smali items, for work 
upon the same structure, were scaled down in 


about the same proportion. 
Mr. Damon, of Boston, then took the stand to 


meet Manly, Cooper & Co.’s charges. He said that 
be had engaged in the manufacture of safes and 
fire-proof shutters and was President of the United 
States Fire-proof Shutter Company. The articles 
pf incorporation were laid before the committee, 
and after a cursory examination Mr. Coleman 


palled attention to the fact that the company was 
incorporated in New-York. He declared that they 
had no right to manufacture goods in Massachu- 
yetts and charged that the Supervising Architect 
had been dealing with a company illegally manu- 
facturing the things he bought. Mr. Collins main- 
tained the right of the company to manufacture 
wherever they could do so profitably. The wit- 

ess said that he had met the representatives of 

anly, Cooper & Co. in the Supervising Architect's 
effice on Dec. 11 last and afterward at Willard’s 
Hotel. 

Mr. Collins asked if he had ever offered or caused 
to be offered to them $4,500, or any sum, in consid- 
eration of their withdrawing their bid. 

Mr. Damon—I never even considered it. He 
described the circumstances attending the opening 
of the bids in the Supervising Arcnitect’s office. 
He said that the bid of Manly, Cooper & Co. was 
founda to be the lowest. He had turned to Mr. 
Hill and said that the Manly-Cooper shutter was 
like that submjtted by a Chicago company; was 
not fire-proof, and h mpany would demand a 
test. He had told Manly he was sorry that he had 
putin his bid; that it would have been for their 
mutual interest not to have submitted their shut- 
ter. It was not then too late to talk over the mat- 
ter. Manly said that he wares ane Sugter, Soon 
after witness went to Philadelphia, and, with Gen. 

ler, went to the office of Mauly, Cooper & Co., 

und there Messrs. Manly, Cooper, and Taylor. 
They talked over the construction of various 
styles of shutters. Taylor said tnat he did not see 
bow it would be politic for them not to do the 
work, uniess they could mske as much money as 
If they did. Finally, he was asked: ‘* Damon, 
what will you give us to withdraw our contract?” 
Witness declined to make any offerand no sum 
was mentioned. He told them that if they carried 
out their contract they would lose money, ju-t as 
the Chicago people had done. The conversation 
then closed, he next met the Manly-Cooper 
people at the test. 

John Babson, of Poston, Secretary of the United 
States Fire-proof Shutier Company, testified that 
he heard the conversation in the Supervising 
Architeet’s office when the bids were opened. 
Witness heard Manly invite Damon to go over to 
the hotel. Mr. Hill did not order any one out of 
the office. 

The evidence for the United States Shutter Com- 
pany ciosed at this point, and Gen. Stinemetz re- 
sumed his testimony. A charge of $1,132 for one 
staircase in the New-York Post Office, he said, 
should have been reduced to $300. He mentioned 
cases where extra charges had been made for 
modifications of theforiginal plans for balustrades 
where no extra expense had been incurred. All of 
the modifications benefited the contractor rather 
than the Government. Several charges made for 
extra work done upon verbal order, the witness 
feelared, should not have been allowed. Alto- 
gether about $13,000 had been illegally charged 
and allowed for extra work upen the New- 
York Post Office by Bartlett, Robbins & Co. 
Some of their work was of the poorest quality, but 
witness had been unable to find any account of 
deduetions for that reason. 

The witness was cross-examined by Mr. Thomas. 
He said that work should be accepted as it pro- 
seeded, but that had not been done in this case, so 
far as he knew. Frem his education and pro- 
fessional experience witness felt competent to 
compute the vane of building work. Mr. 
Thomas asked if he had not made an esti- 
mate of $33,000 as the eost of an extension 
of a sea wall. The witness answered that 
bis estimate was $66,000, but Mr. Hill estimated it 
at $33,000, and afterward had to add $40.000 to that 
sum. Mr. Hill was called upon to produce certain 
vouehers, and the committee adjourned to July 5, 
when it is expected that the evidence in Bartlett, 
Robbins & Co.’s case will be coneluded.

A LAW LIKELY TO FAIL IN EFFELOT. 

The people of Paterson, where there are 
many silk milis, are excited in regard to the child 
labor law, which goes into effect in New-Jersey to- 
morrow. The manufacturers generally seem dis- 
posed to co-operate for its honest enforeement, 


but it is claimed that “a horse and wagon can be 
driven through every section of the bill.” Thetitle 
of the act calls it “ An act to limit the age and the 
employment hours of children, minors, and 
women,” but the body of the act does not limit 
anybody's aze at all, nor does it ‘limit’ orin any 
way referto women. Moreover, the act only pro- 
hibits the employment of children under 12 years 
of age in factories where ‘‘goods’’ are made. !t 
is claimed that this does not apply to silk mills, for 
instance, where only the preliminary stages of the 
manufacture are carried on, such as the throwing 
of tram and organzine, and winding, avhich are 
almost the only branches of the silk manufacture 
in which children are employed. Nor does it 
apply to the cotton and woolen mills, which only 
make yarns for spinning or weavine, nor to the 
locomotive or other iron works; nor to breweries, 
nor dye-works, nor in fact to any but a very 
few of the industries employing children. ‘The 
act also provides that any violation of it shall be 
deemed a misdemeanor, and then provides that 
the Inspector shall prosecute all violations in the 
Recorder's, Justices’, or other courts of compe- 
tent jurisdiction. But itis claimed that no per- 
pon can be tried for a misdemeanor without first 
being indicted by a Grand Jury, so that these 
provisions of the aet will be virtually inoperative. 
Again, it is provided that the age of any child 
given in writing by any parent to any employer 
bhall be deemed presumptive evidence of the 
ehild’s age. This relicyes the employer from all 
responsibility, and is another weak point in the 
law. Altogether, it is claimed that the act is so 
badly drawn that it will by no means accomplish 
the end for which it was passed if anybody wishes 
bo evade its clumsily framed provisions.

These tables show a net Increase in the real 
estate valuation of $43,926,853, and a net decrease 
in the valuation of personal estate of $726,087 33, 


oranet increase on the grand total of real and 
personal estate of $48,200,765 67.. In three wards 
there is a falling off in the value of real estate as 
compared with last year. The Seventh Ward 
shows a decrease of $41,966, the Tenth Ward a de- 
crease of $306,121, andthe Thirteenth Ward a de 
crease of $11,885. The heaviest increase is in the 
Twenty-first Ward, where the gain is $7,609,318. 
This is closely followed by the Nineteenth Ward, 
with a gain of $7,137,250. The Twelfth Ward shows 
an increase of $6,047,555, the Twenty-second Ward 
a gain of $5,538,129, and the First Ward a gain of 
$4,249,437. In each of five other wards the gain is 
over $1,000,000. 

The total amount appropriated by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment for the expenses of 
the City Government for 1883 was $30,593,535 79, 
and the estimated amount of revenue from the 
goneral fund not specially appropriated by law 
was $2,000,000, leaving a total of $28,593,535 79. 
The Legislature added to this sum $23,550 for pre- 
serving records in the Register’s, County Clerk's, 
and Surrogate’s offices; $57,700 for free floating 
baths, and $2.000 for additional compensation for 
the Commissioner of Jurors. This makes the total 
amount to be raised by taxation this year $29,676,- 
785 79. The Aldermen will confirm the tax levy on 
or before Sept. 1. It is expected that the tax rate 
will be about 2.27. Last year the rate was 2.25.

THE MARIE-GARRISON SUIT. 
WHY THE COMMODORE ROLLED HIS EYES 
TOWARD HEAVEN AND CALLED UPON GOD. 


The hearing before Referee Theodore W. 
Dwight in the Marié-Garrison suit was con- 
tinued yesterday. Mr. N. A. Oowdrey con- 
tinued his testimony. He related the sub- 
stance of conversations between himself 
and Commodore Garrison in St. Louis at 
the time when the latter was making arrange- 
ments to buy in the [Pacific Railway of Missouri. 
The Commodore promised to buy the road or to 
furnish the plaintiffs with the meanstodoso. He 


repeated the story told by Mr. Cutting in regard 
to the preliminary letter and other details of 
the arrangement. The witness said that Com- 
modore Garrison said he would purchase tho 
road, if it took his whole fortune, which 
was at that time $15,000,000. Mr. Conkling at this 
point demanded the production of the letter. Mr. 
Day answered that, if he had ever hadit, he had 
destroyed it. The Referee decided then to admit 
evidence in regard to it. Mr. Cowdrey stated that 
the letter stipulated that the plaintiffs in the 
present suit should not at that time oppose the 
foreclosure proceedings. Commodore Garrison 
was to furnish the means for the purchase of the 
road and the plaintiffs were to organize a successor 
company. Andrew Pearce, in a conversation at 
which Commodore Garrison was present, said that 
the Commodore, by buying in the third mortgage 
bonds and making the agreement with the plain- 
tiffs, had saved Mr. Pearce from ruin. At a subse- 
quent interview in New-York Mr. Garrison refused 
to buy the road under the agreement. He 
wished to make a new agreement by 
which he would have a controlling interest 
in the road. He sald he wonld agree 
positively to buy the road if the plaintiffs would 
give himthe majority of the stock. He wanted 
the capital stock to be $8,000,000, of which he would 
give them $3,600,000. He asked for the letter 
which had been written. It was given to him, 
whereupon he promised to keep the new agree- 
ment, called uvon God to witness his sincerity, 
and, as the witness said, “rolled up his eyes to- 
ward heavon in the most theatrical manner.” He 
called up his son to witness the contract and 
ordered him to fulfill it, in case of the Commodore's 
death. Mr. Cowdrey also testified in regard to the 
telegrams mentioned by Mr, Cutting, which passed 
between the defendant and the plaintiffs when the 
former refused to buy in the road, 

Mr. Cowdrey answered a series of questions for 
the purpose of qualifying himself as an expert in 
the value of railways, and then Mr. Conkling asked 
him the value of the road. He thought that the 
property in 1876 was worth $20,000,000. An objeo- 
tion was made to his testifying as to whether its 
value had inereased or decreased since that time, 
and argument was deferred until to-day.

There is something curiously unlucky 
about Mr. Evans, the new Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue. It now comes out that 
be had a.special plan for consolidating the 
revenue districts in his own State, which 
contemplated one district with head-quarters 
in an inaccessible quarter, and a man at the 
head of 1t who was as pig-headed and foolish 
as Mr. Evans himself. This charming pro- 
gramme secured the unanimous opposition of 
the business community and the Republican 
State Committee, with that of all the leaders 
of the party in the State, excepting only Mr. 
Evans. The President was compelled to 
veto Mr. .Evans’s plan in toto. Under the 
circumstances it is fair to ask if Mr. Evans 
is good for nothing as a political manager 
in Kentucky, what reasonable excuse there 
can be for retaining him in his present posi- 
tion? What compensation does the Presi- 
dent expect to get for the injury which the 
man is inflicting upon the country, the 
party, and the Administration ? 


The new provision of the Code of Civil 
Procedure in regard to vacating an injunc- 
tion on the giving of a bond to indemnify 
against loss the party in whose behalf the 
injunction was granted has been invoked by 
the Western Union Telegraph Company 
to enable it to pay dividends on the 
stock illegally issued in 1881. Judge 
FREEDMAN has declined to grant the 
motion asked for, and agrees with Judge 
LAWRENCE that the power of the court can- 
not be exercised under this provision of the 
Code to permit an actual violation of law. 
Although the question is now before the 
Court of Appeals, Judge FrempMan does 
not waver in his opinion, which has been 
confirmed by the General Term of the court 
of which he is a member, that the distribu- 
tion of the $15,529,590 of stock without 
consideration was ‘‘in violation of positive 
Jaw.’’ It is not to be supposed that he has 
any knowledge of the position which the 
Court of Appeals will take on this question, 
but he shows a thorough confidence in his 
own opinion, and the soundness of the 
grounds on which it rests, in promptly deny- 
ing this motion. 

Jonnxn Roacn & Sons will doubtless get 
the contracts for building the three naval 
cruisers, the Chicago, Atlanta, and Boston, 
and the dispatch boat Dolphin, but as their 
bids are considerably lower than those 
submitted by the other ship-building firms, 
‘we trust that our vigilant neighbor, the Sun, 
will have no occasion to allude to ex-Secre- 
lary Ropzson in commenting on the award 
gof the contracts, The aggregate of the four 


bids submitted by Roacm & Sons is only 
$2,444 wwhich is.more than a million 
Aplars less than the sum expended in: bnild- 
ing and keeping afloat the worthless 7ennes- 
see, and not quite $100,000 more than the 
Minnesota has cost the Government. 

Gen. Crook is by no means disturbed by 
the reports that the fugitive Chiricahuas 
have again gone on the war-path in conse- 
quence of the unfriendly treatment of their 
friends who came back to Arizona with the 
victorious commander. The General is 
confident that the Indian troubles are 
over, and that the renegades will! all 
return to the care of our paternal Govern- 
ment. In the course of an interview While 
in Denver, Gen. Croox said that only a 
few squaws and children remain outside of 
the lines. But no accounting has yet been 
made of the 150 fighting men, or “ bucks,’’ 
that were missing when Gen. Crook re- 
turned, and whose surrender has been mo- 
mentarily expecied ever since. It is likely 
that the General has not been correctly re- 
ported, and public interest in the affair will 
continue lively until the absentees are fairly 
under the control of the military authorities 
of the United States. 


The Treasury Department has, with its 
usual promptness, issued its annual notice 
to the Local Steam-boat Inspectors to look 
out for the overcrowding of excursion and 
passenger steamers. The theory of this 
supervision is admirable, but the theoret- 
ical results are not reached in practice. 
Boats are pretty systematically overcrowded, 
and when an accident occurs through 
the overcrowding, or through the failure of 
a rotten boiler, the Local Steam-boat In- 
spector is found to have heen attending to 
his political, rather than to his official, du- 
ties. Inspector Tower, who kindly ex- 
plained after a disaster that he had so many 
letters to write that he had no time left for 
inspecting steam-boats, was not a bad 
type of his class. Fortunately, any person 
may sue for the penalty of $10 for each 
passenger in excess of the number for which 
the boat is licensed, and there seems to be 
an opportunity here fora thrifty habitual. 
excursionist to combine business with his 
Summer pleasure. 


If Dr. Porter has the interests of Union 
College at heart it would seem that he ought 
to resign his Presidency and so put an end 
to the strife now going on. This would 
be a hard thing for him to do, for, like 
Dr. Bartuett, of Dartmouth, he doubtless 
believes he is right and those who oppose 
him wrong. But it is evident that his tri- 
umph and vindication can be purchased only 
at the cost of the prosperity and perhaps the 
very life of the college. If Dr. Petrer has 
not the magnanimity to take himself out of 
the way, the four State officers who are ex 
officio Trustees of the college, and who have 
hitherto kept aloof from the contest, ought 
to try by wise and impartial action to settle 
the matter one way or the other. 


New-Guinea must be a desperately poor 
and undesirable country, since such a zeal- 
ous collector of stray islands and other un- 
claimed territory as Great Britain persistently 
refuses to annex it. Have the Papuans no 
bellies to rip up, no immortal souls to save ? 
Surely some pushing Proconsul, athirst for 
gore, like Lord Lyrron or Sir Barrie 
FRERE, accompanied by a pious missionary 
or two, might have a little fun on that great 
island if turned loose there for a month. 
The true explanation of the British Gov- 
ernment’s strange indifference is doubt- 
less to be found in the fact that the natives 
have nothing to sell. 


THE CONDITION OF THE TREASURY. 


The debt statement for the ist of July 
closes the series for the fiscal year 18838. 
Nothing could more strikingly illustrate the 
uncertainties, and to a great extent the de- 
fects, in the financial system of the country 
than the features of this statement. There- 
duction of the total debt during the year has 
been, in round numbers, $18,000,000 more 
than was estimated as possible by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury only eight months since. 
This difference is caused in part by the small- 
er amount expended for pensions, but it 
must be remembered that this estimate was 
made at a time when the rates of taxation 
and the appropriations for the year had been 
determined. Moreover, in the estimates of 
the Secretary, $100,000,000 was the sum 
allowed for pensions. The amount actually 
expended has been about $66,000,000, so 
that, regard being had to that cause alone, 
the reduction should have been $154,000,000 
instead of $188,000,000. 

It would be unfair to blame the Secretary 
for these discrepancies between his estimates 
and the facts. He used the most trustwor- 
thy data available, and he did not come 
much further from the mark than his prede- 
cessors have done before him. The diffi- 
culty lies in the fact that neither the income 
nor the outgo of the Treasury can be 
predicted with any certainty under the 
laws which govern them respectively. 
The taxes which produce the income 
have not been very materially changed until 
the act of last session, which did not apply 
to the year just closed, but they are so com- 
plex, they strike such a vast and intricate 
variety of commodities and interests, and 
they are so affected in their yield by circum- 
stances that cannot be foreseen, that it 
would require a Secretary with the gift of 
prophecy to make estimates that would 
come within 15 per cent. or 20 per cent. on 
either side of the account of the truth. 

So long as the country is prosperous, its 
population increasing, its area of produc- 
tion steadily extending, and its internal com- 
merce developing as they have done within 
the past decade, the impossibility of fore- 
casting the financial condition of the Gov- 
ernment is not a serious matter. But this 
is a state of things which, though it may be 
looked for through a long term of years, 
certainly will not continue with- 
out interruption. ‘There are many in- 
dications that we are approaching, 
and pretty rapidly, one of _ the 
periods of reaction which, in the nature of 
things, must come at intervals. If there 
shall be relatively light exports of food- 
material, cotton, and oil—the only things 
which our enlightened commercial system 
will allow us to sell abroad in any large 
quantities—the imports will suffer a corre- 
sponding check, exchange will be against

the large surplus anticipated for the current 

. year, we may barely mect expenses; it is 
even not impossible that we may face a de- 
ficiency. We surely should if, on the one 
hand, the next Congress should follow the 
advice of the Démocratic leaders and still 
further cut down the internal revenue, while, 
on the other hand, they should take up the 
challenge of recent Republican Conventions 
and reopen the demagogic race for votes by 
extending the time for claiming arrears of 
pensions. 


In all calculations as to the fiscal and 
financial policy of the next year or two, 
there must be borne in mind the great power 
over the condition of the Treasury which is 
involved in the treatment of the pensions 
appropriations. This lies within the discre- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury. The 
appropriation for pensions for 1884 was 
$35,000,000, with any unexpended bal- 
ance from this year, which places 
to this account at least $119,000,000. 
With this amount to be paid out, and with 
the reduction in the internal revenue made 
at the last session, and the absolute mystery 
which hangs over the operation of the tariff 
changes, anything like an accurate and trust- 
worthy calculation of the course of the 
Treasury for the next twelve months is 
something which only a §nancial Vennor 
would have the courage to undertake. 
Meanwhile, to the uncertainty from these 
sources must be added that in regard to the 
way in which the silver law will work. 
Up to the present time there has been a 
steady increase of the amount in the Treas- 
ury anda very slight advance in the amount 
taken by the people. Of course, this pro- 
cess cannot go on indefinitely without pro- 
ducing embarrassment, and no one can say 
in what direction or to what degree it wil! 
change. That the silver dollar does not find 
any materially increased demand is obvious. 


MR. RANDALL'S CANVASS. 


Recent political events in several Western 
States have temporarily placed in the back- 
ground the tontest for the Speakership. 
There are indications now, however, that 
some of the candidates and their friends are 
‘taking a fresh hold,’’ having been aroused 
by the discovery that ex-Speaker RANDALL 
has been quietly, but surely, making prog- 
ress by effective work while they were rest- 
ing‘on their oars. Mr. Ranpatu is a poli- 
tician of rare ability. At the close of the 
final session of the Forty-seventh Congress 
the corridors of the Capitol were full of 
Democratic prophets who ridiculed the sug- 
gestion that he might become a formidable 
candidate for the office of Speaker. His party 
had been fighting, ina blundering and dis- 
jointed way, it is true, but yet with deter- 
mination, for tariff reform. His tariff re- 
form associates had been encouraged by the 
people, especially in the North-west, who 
had elected many members of the next 
House upon tariff reform platforms. The 
assertion was frequently made that Mr. 
RANDALL had been buried under the tidal 
wave. Believing that he had been shorn of 
his strength, and that Mr. CARLISLE would 
be their only formidable opponent, other 
candidates began to pose before the people 
and to sound their own praises in a manner 
that must have caused that veteran political 
intriguer to laugh in his sleeve. 


Very soon, however, it became necessary 
to warn new Democratic members against 
the machinations of this quiet gentleman. 
The tidal wave seemed to recede and leave 
his body high and dry onthe sand. The 
careful observer discovered the flush of life 
in that Napoleonic countenance, and his 
muscles soon regained their vigor without 
the aid of stimulants. He was again power- 
ful in the councils of his party. But when 
he set out to gather in votes he delivered no 
lectures on his way, he published no predic- 
tions, and he carried no brass band. His 
opponents became alarmed. They reasoned 
in an excited way with new members from 
tariff reform districts, and assured them again 
and again that to vote for RANDALL would be 
to commit political suicide. They pointed to 
his record as an advocate of protection and 
to the Ways and Means Committees that he 
had created, and even suggested that Repub- 
licans would vote for him. Mr. Cox in an 
outburst of righteous indignation declared, 
it is said, that he was an unscrupulous polit- 
ical maneuvrer, foolishly believing that this 
exposure of Mr. RANDALL’s character would 
cause Democrats to give him the cold shoul- 
der. But it was apparent that this unpopu- 
lar and unscrupulous person was continually 
gaining votes. Members were describing 
him as “‘a safe man” and “‘a strong man,”’ 
a man of experience who would make 
no mistakes, and would, in a parental way, 
prevent them from making any. Randall 
men were beginning to appear here and 
there, in the South, in the South-west, and 
in the West, in delegations that had been 
regarded as irrevocably pledged to tariff 
reform. So marked have been his advances 
and so significant are the indications of his 
strength in places where he was supposed 
to have no strength, that an attempt will 
soon be made, we are told, to crowd him 
out of the race by acombination of the 
forces of all his opponents. 

The gentlemen who were so industriously 
burying Mr. RANDALL a few months ago 
seem to have supposed that the Speakership 
contest would be a contest of principles, 
and that the successful candidate would win 
the office, not by skillful politigal intrigue, 
but by his advocacy of a principle. Mr. 
RANDALL is not afraid to say that he is op- 
posed to any further revision of the tariff at 
present. Mr. CARLISLE and other candi- 
dates demand that further revision shall be 
made at once; but while they are relying 


upon public opinion, their crafty rival has | 


been carrying on a series of underground ex- 
plorations. His experience as presiding officer 
and committee-maker, his old bargains with 
members who will be influential in the next 
House, and his acquaintance witb other 
crafty politicians who do their work outside 
of Washington, have given him a great ad- 
vantage. New bargains have succeeded the 
old,and new combinations have been formed; 
old aliiances have been strengthened, and 
all the complicated machinery with which 
Mr. RANDALL is so familiar has been set in 
motion. From one point of view the con- 
test is one of intrigue and bargain against 
the power of a principle. It is possible that 
the Pennsylvania Congressman, like a crew 
of North-western oarsmen who attracted 
some attention not jong ago. may win the

THE C1TY’S GROWTH. 

The statement of the assessed value of 
property in this City shows an increase of 
over $43,000,000 in the last year, the whole 
of which and more pertains to real estate. 
This increase is probably less than that in 
actual value, as influences are at work 
modifying the traditional differences in 
value determined by location with reference 
to certain central avenues of which the 
Assessors do not as yet take note. The 
facts and figures which we gave yesterday 
in regard to the course of building opera- 
tions are very significant of the direction 
which the growth of the City is taking. 

In years past first-class dwellings have 
crowded along the lines of Fifth and Madi- 
son avenues and the blocks adjacent thereto. 
Fourth-avenue on one side and Sixth-avenue 
on the other have been barriers over which 
wealth and fashion have refused to step, and 
well-to-do people with fastidious notions 
about ‘‘location’’ have been reluctant to 
enter upon blocks which have been given 
over to comparatively cheap property. It is 
possible even now to pass from homes of 
elegance and refinement to the resorts of in- 
famy or the haunts of filth and poverty by 
merely crossing an avenue. 

The interposition of the park on the cen- 
tral line of the City and the development of 
the rapid transit system have thrown the line 
of progress in building to one side and 
created a new focus of activity at the upper 
end of the Island. Above Fifty-ninth-street 
the section of dwellings which may be 
broadly designated as first class extends 
over to Third-avenue, and even to the east 
of that thoroughfare some houses of excel- 
lent character have been built. As arule, 
the wide streets serve as the lines of utmost 
extension in this direction, while in a few 
places the very river-front has been utilized 
for attractive dwellings. The west side of 
the Park, with its fine natural advantages, 
is held back by the fact that wealth and 
fashion have thus far been shy of it, but 
a high prospective value is put upon land in 
that section. 

But another interesting tendency of the 
development of the City is seen in a sort of 
reflex action which is directing the attention 
of builders to the old tabooed sections, es- 
pecially on the west side beyond Sixth- 
avenue. There is no reason in the nature of 
things why dwellings of a good class should 
not be found on the blocks adjacent to Sev- 
enth and Eighth avenues. Facilities for ac- 
cess are good, sanitary conditions may be 
made as perfect there as elsewhere, and 
there is nothing in the way of progress 
but the old and cheap houses of a 
past generation interspersed with  sta- 
bles, saloons, cheap tenements, and 
other undesirable structures. There are 
indications that in many blocks these are 
to be rooted out and replaced with a bet- 
ter class of buildings. Apartment-houses 
and genteel ‘‘ flats’’ are the pioneers in this 
movement, breaking into the traditions that 
have kept these neighborhoods in a back- 
ward state. There is every reason to believe 
that the regenerating effect of building ac- 
tivity is to change the character of the dis- 
tricts beyond the old lines of respectability 
below Fifty-ninth-street. 


This change will afford new scope for the 
development of the City, which will no 
longer be confined to narrow strips down 
town and the unoccupied section above Cen- 
tral Park. Theirruption of new life into 
the quiet districts. east and west of the 
brown-stone band of which Fifth-avenue 
is the axis, together with the construc- 
tion of great apartment-houses, gives a 
new idea of the possibilities of growth in 
population which are still before the City. 
It must be admitted that the advance is thus 
far in favor of those who have fair or liberal 
incomes. The problem of habitations for 
the poor which shall be at once cheap and 
decent seems as far as ever from solution. 
There is great need of an infusion of the 
spirit of philanthropy into the motives 
which now prevail in providing homes for 
the poor, and philanthropy enters very little 
into the calculations of the rich men of 
New- York. 

The rapidity of the City’s growth and 
the present activity in building suggest the 
need of a closer exercise of supervision 
over the character of the work. While 
some of the more expensive apartment- 
houses are constructed in a thorough man- 
ner, with every attention to safety, there 
is still much slovenly work done. The 
building law is inadequate in its provisions, 
and an inscrutable power has prevented its 
proper amendment, but even the execution 
of the present law is much less rigorous 
than it might be. New-York is advancing 
to the very front line of the great cities of 
the world, and its greatest need is the kind 
of public spirit in its citizens which shall 
make its growth solid and the administration 
of its affairs at once intelligent and benefi- 
cent to its own people. 

STILL AT LARGE. 

The dispatches from Virginia leave no 
doubt that the condition of Exam is very 
critical. He may have a chance of recov- 
ery, but the case is one in which, if ELam 
had been wounded in an affray, the magis- 
trate of any civilized country before whom 
his assailant might be brought would refuse 
to admit the man to bail, but would feel 
bound to hold him to await the result of 
ELAmM’s injuries. 

Meanwhile, Berrne has returned to Rich- 
mond, and is not only at large, but seems to 
entertain no fear of an arrest. ELAm’s 
friends, it is said, show no disposition to 
cause his arrest. And the most striking pe- 
culiarity, to a modern, of the antiquated 
type of civilization exhibited by the whole 
proceeding is that it does not seem to any- 
body in Virginia that the homicide has any 
public aspect whatever except as a theme 
for sympathetic gossip. If Berrne and 
EvamM and Berrne’s friends and ELAm’s 
friends are satisfied, there is nothing more 
to be said. There is not a man or a woman 
in Virginia who knows enough to read the 
newspapers who does not know how ELAM 
came by the wound of which he may be 
dying. Yet it does not occur to anybody 
that public justice has any claims on 
BEIRNE, unless it 1s invoked by the friends 
of Euam. That is to say, nobody finds any- 
thing obiectionable in a state of things in 
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other whenever they like, and in which the 


‘death of one ot them is accepted as the for- 


tune of war, previsely as if he had fallen in 
defense of his country. « 
Shocking as all this is to modern notions, 
there is no sort of doubt that it is the actual 
condition of Virginia. While it is the con- 
dition of Virginia, the arrest, or the indict- 
ment, or the trial of Bretrngz would bea 
mere farce. In fact, any of these steps 
toward the execution of justice would be re- 
sented as a breach of the implied covenant 
with the Commonwealth, under which 
BEIRNE ‘‘ went out,’’ that if he fought fairly 
he ran no risk except from Exam. Remon- 
strances from outside upon the absurdity of 
dueling are likely to be about as effective 
with Virginians as was the preaching of 
English missionaries against the worship of 
Juggernaut and the practice of suttee with 
the Bengalese of sixty years ago. It must 
be left to the Zeit-Geist, which is gradually 
invading even Virginia. If the death of 
Exam shall hasten this consummation, he 
will have fallen a sacrifice to a very much 
better cause than that of the ‘‘ honor” which 
yields to analysis a residuum not to be dis- 
tinguished from vanity.

ANOTHER GREAT MISTAKE. 


History repeats itself. This has, per- 
haps, been said before, but it would be 
unjustifiable to lose the opportunity for re- 
peating it which is afforded by a recent 
election in Rome. A few weeks ago 
Signor CoccaPIELLER, a preposterous politi- 
cian, made the greatest effort of his life by 
moving, in the Chamber of Deputies, that 
the election of Signor Cotonna should be 
annulled. There was no question that 
Signor Cotonna had been legally elected, 
and that the electors had a perfect right to 
choose him instead of his opponent, Ric- 
CIOTTI GARIBALDt, but Signor CoLONNA was 
offensive to Signor CoccaPieLuLER, and that 
was, in the cyes of the latter,a sufficient 
reason why the former should be kept 
out of his seat. The Chamber, with only 
one dissenting voice, voted against Signor 
COCCAPIELLER’S proposal, whereupon that 
statesman resigned and went back to his 
constituents for vindication. 

Apparently his vindication has not been 
successful, for it was announced yes- 
terday that Signor CoccaPreLLeR had 
been overwhelmingly defeated as a can- 
didate for the Chamber. He now finds 
himself out of public life, amid the re- 
joicings of everybody, and doubtless feels 
that his resignation was the greatest mis- 
take rather than the greatest effort of his 
life. Whether he will practice law or will 
conduct a newspaper is not yet known, but 
it is very certain that it will be a long time 
before an Italian constituency will send him 
back to the Chamber of Deputies. 


THE HAYTIAN REVOLUTION. 


The revolution in Hayti is making rapid 
progress. In half a dozen provinces the 
whitewash brush of revolt against President 
SALOMON has been raised, and at least three 
armies, consisting in the aggregate of fully 
seven hundred Generals, are fighting or 
making ready to fight in the cause of 
liberty. President SaLomon has still a small 
force of Generals who are faithful to him, 
but they will hardly be guilty of the 
folly of remaining on the losing side 
if it becomes evident that the revolutionists 
are to win. Moreover, the prospect of ob. 
taining [a step in rank will naturally in- 
fluence the Government troops. At the 
time of the last revolution the Government 
army consisted entirely of Major-Generals, 
and Gen. SALOMON won them over to his 
cause by appointing every one of them Lieu- 
tenant-Generals. Jf the leader of the pres- 
ent insurrection should offer to make every 
General who should come over to him from 
the other side a Field Marshal, as he un- 
doubtedly will, he can hardly fail to gain a 
bloodless and complete victory. 

The cause of the revolution is not very 
clear. Of course, itis begun in the sacred 
cause of liberty, as all revolutions are, but 
what particular crime of President Sato- 
mon’s Administration has rendered a revo- 
lution necessary is not definitely known. It 
is said that the management of the Govern- 
ment lottery has been bad. For example, 
4:11:44 has won but twice since SAL- 
omMoN assumed the Presidency, and it 
seems improbable that this would occur 
were the lottery fairly managed. It is also 
said that the whitewashing principles upon 
which the Haytian Republic is founded have 
been violated by the Government. The 
Cabinet, which has the constitutional privi- 
lege of whitewashing the Presidential fence, 
was last year thrust aside in order thata 
creature of the President’s—a General who 
pretended to a knowledge of the finer 
branches of kalsomining and despised plain 
republican whitewash—might render the 
fence hideous with blue and yellow tints. 
If these complaints are true, it is indeed time 
that the Haytians should strike a blow for 
freedom, and every lover of liberty in the 
colored race will wish them success. 


In view of the probable result of the revo- 
lution, President Satomon has taken his 
passage on board a steamer which is to sail 
for Jamaica, and unless the revolutionary 
army should be overthrown by reckless in- 
dulgence in watermelons, he will leave the 
island at an early day, without waiting to be 
formally deposed. Hayti will then have 
peace until the next revolution, which will 
be due in 1885. Itis rather odd that it has 
never occurred to the army of exiled ex- 
Presidents of Hayti to temporarily join their 
forces and to make a sudden descent upon 
the island. An army of ex-Presidents 
might strike terror to an army of Field 
Marshals or Lieutenant-Generals in spite of 
the numerical superiority of the latter. The 
idea is certainly worth consideration, and 
the Haytian ex-Presidents should hold a 
convention and seriously endeavor to ‘‘ pool’’ 
their differences and to return in force to 
their native land.

The decision of Judge FREEDMAN in the 
Gilman case is not only based upon clear 
and well-known principles of law, but is 
also in harmony with common sense, Trusts 
created for the purpose of providing pay- 
ment for masses to be said for the souls of 
the dead are held by English courts to be 
void because the money is set aside for 
superstitions uses. That ground could not 
be taken in this country, where all reli- 
gions are eaual before tha law. but @ 


more solid and satisfactory ground has 
been found in the fundamental law relating 
to trusts. A trust cannot be valid, Judge 
FREEDMAN holds, unless the beneficiary is a 
living person subject to the jurisdiction of 
a mundane court. The soul of a dead per- 
son is not such a beneficiary, and there- 
fore the Gilman trust is void, and the 
money must be given to the heir. This is 
an important decision, for it may be used to 
prevent the expenditure of other large trust 
funds in behalf of entities that can no longer 
be affected by worldly gold and silver.

THE REV. THOMAS NICHOLAS BURKE, 
The Rev. Thomas Nichoias Burke, the elo 
quent Irish priest and lecturer, died in the Tak 
laght Convent, near Dublin, yesterday, at the age 
of 53. Father Burke will be well remembered ir 
this City by the remarkable series of lectures which 
he delivered in the Academy of Music in 1872, ix 
answer tothe historian, James Anthony Froude, 
on the subject of English misrule in, Ireland. He 
was born in Galway, Ireland, in 1830, and at the 
age of 17 went to Rome, and from there to Perugia, © 
where he entered the Order of St. Dominic, begin: 
ning bis noviate and the study of vhilosophy, 
From Perugia he was again sent to Rome, 


where he studied theology at the College o 
Minerva and Santa Sabina, and after having Howe 
— yearsin Italy he was sent by the Superior af 
is order to England, where he. was ordained 
priest in 1856. Father Burke then spent four 
years on the English mission in Gloutestershire, 
after which he was sent to Ireland to found a 
novitiate and house of studies for his order at Tal- 
laght, near Dublin. He successfaliy aecomplished 
this work, and for the next seven years of his lif« 
be was actively engaged in the care of the new es 
tablishment and in giving missions in different 
parts of Ireland. His eloquence and learning bad 
y this time attracted the atteution of his superiors 
in the Church of Rome. and in 1868 he was calied 
to the Holy ag Some made Superior of the Monas- 
tery of Irish minicans in the Church of St. 
Clemente. Upon the death of Cardinal Wiseman 
Father Burke su ed Dr. Manning as preacher of 
the Lenten sermons in English in tne Church of San- 
ta Maria del Popolo, and he continued to preach 
these sermons for five 7. Tn 1870, he was sent 
back to Ireland and attached to St. Sarior’s 
Dominician Chureh in Dublin, and in October, 
1871. he was made Visitator-General of his order, 
and came to this country to lecture and preach in 
behalf of public charities with which the church 
was identified. He made a tour of the United 
States ana Canada, his eloquence drawing crowded 
houses whenever he spoke, and the ‘result was 
that large sums of money were realized from his 
lectures, which were so full of interest to the gen- 
eral public that they were reported very fully in 
the a" eaaoe of the large cities where he ap 


peared. 
Father Burke was destined to create a genuine 
sensation before he returned to Ireland. The 
Irish question at this time was being very vigor- 
ously agitated, and James Anthony Froude came 
here with a series of carefully prepared lectures 
defending the policy pursued by England toward 
the Emerald Isie. The first of these was deliv- 
ered in the Academy of Music Oct. 16, 1872 
Father Burke was announced to speak in the same 
place on the next evening, in aid of the 
fund to rebuild the Girls’ Catholic Protectory 
in Westchester County, which had recently 
been burned to the nd. He ertook 
on this occasion to answer Mr. Froude 
off-hand and without preparation, and Le did it so 
effectually that bis audience was fair! 
away with enthusiasm. He tore the historian’s 
logic to shreds and scattered it to the winds, and 
Worse than this, he showed that Mr. Froude’s 
statements of fact were wrong. He followed up 
this lecturé by a course in answer to the series of 
the historian, and succeeded in destroying the ef- 
fect of Mr. Froude’s lecture trip. ere was & 
great deal of excitement over the controversy, and 
Father Burke's orations were made the text for 
comment and controversy from one end of the lard 
to the other. The lectures were spiced with a wit 
which was all the priest’s own and beyond imi- 
tation, and which convu!sed the audiences with 
laughter, and characterized by a burning elo- 
uence which thrilied the hearer, and awoke en- 
thusiasm in the breast of every listener. Father 
Burke started on his return trip to Europe on 
Feb. 22, 1873, lea behind him a reputation such 
as no Irish orator had ever before made in this 
country. Since then and until his death he had 
been engaged in the missionary work of his order 
in Treland. His lectures on the Irish question 
were pubiished in two volumes in 1873, under the 
title of “*‘ English Misrule in Ireland” and ** Ire- 
land’s Case Stated in'Reply to Mr. Froude.” Hig 
other published works are ~ Lectures and Ser 
mons” and “ Lectures on Faith and Fatherland.” 
Father Burke was a genial, jolly priest, whose 
company and conversation were highly prized by 
those who were fortunate enough to share them. 
In telling a good story he was inimitable. both on 
the platform and in the social cirele. His death 
at the camper oem age of 53 will prove a 
great loss to the minican Order and a severe 
shock to hosts of friends outside the church in 
this country and Europe.

HENRY YONGE. 

Henry Yonge, a prominent citizen of Savane 
nah, Ga., died on Sunday morning, at the residence 
of his son, No. 789 Greene-avenue, Brooklyn, in the 
seventy-eighth year of his age. Mr. Yonge had 
been ailing for some time from the effects of old 
age and debility, and three weeks ago his Savan- 
nah physician ordered him to come North as tha 
only possible means of saving bis life. On Satur 
day last he was attacked with pneumonia, and 
this disease speedily proved fatal. He leaves twa 


sons and two daughters, a!l of whom live in the 
South, except Henry Yonge, Jr., who Is the agent 
in this City of the Savannah Steam-ship Line. 
Funeral services will be held at No. 789 Greene- 
avenue, Brooklyn, thisevening, at 7:30 o'clock, the 
Rev. Dr. Johnson, of St. Mary’s Protestant Episeo- 
pal Church, Brooklyn, officiating, and the remains 
will be sent to Savannah by the steamer to-morrow 
noon. 

Mr. Yonge was born in St. Augustine, Fis.. Sept. 
3, 1805. Fiorida was then a Spanish Province, and 
Col. Yonge, the grandfather of the dead man, was 
its Attorney-General. His father was a wealthy 
ship-owner, and Henry was sent to Yorkshire, 
Engiand, to receive his edueation. Returning to 
America, he engaged in business asa cotton com- 
mission merchant in Havana, Cuba, then in Savan- 
pah and Darien, Ga., and other Southern cities, 
until 1859, when he came North and established 
himself in the same business in this City. On the 
breaking out of the eivil war, Mr. Yonge being a 
Southerner by birth, his sympathies were with the 
#@onfederacy, and as he could not express his sen- 
timents very freely in New-York, he went to 
England, where he lived three years. In 1864 he 
returned to New-York and again established a 
cotton commission business, taking up his resi- 
dence in Brooklyn. He remained here until 1870, 
when he was appointed General Purchasing Agent 
of the Centrai Railroad of Georgia, and removed 
to Savannah. where he lived and acted for the 
railroad until he was brought North to die. Mr. 
Yonge made a great many warm friends in this 
City and Brooklyn during his business career here, 
and he was noted for his genial manners and hos- 
pitable disposition. .

GEORGE GIFFORD. 

George Gifford, a prominent patent lawya 
of tnis City, died early yesterday morning at his 
residence on Jersey City Heights. He was born 
in Dutchess County, N. Y,, in 1811, and received a 
common school education. When he was 16 years 
ola be determined to educate himself for a profeg- 


sion, and accordingly, after pursuing a course of 
study, he accepted a position as Assistant Prin- 
cipal of the New-Paltz Academy in Ulster County 
where he began the wate of law. He afterward 
continued his studies in the law offices of Robert 
Wilkenson, of Poughkeepsie, and R. M. and E. 
Blatchford in New-York, and was admitted to the 
Bar. He at first devoted his attention to gen- 
eral commercial law, and later to admiralty 
law and wills and trust cases. In 1844 he became 
engaged in a suit for an infringement of patent 
right, and from that time devoted himself almost 
exclusively to that branch of thelaw. During his 
, professional career he was connected with many 
‘important litigations, espeeially those which re- 
lated to the various applications ot electricity. 
In 1856 he became the senior counsel of Elias 
Howe, the inventor of the sewing-machine, and as 
Howe's representative and subsequently as coun- 
sel for the combination composed of the Singer, 
Wheeler & Wilson, and Grover & Baker Sewi 
machine Companies, he successfully maintaine 
their monopoly until the ex*iration of their pat- 
ents, acting both as Referee and agent. When he 
was 28 yearsof age he married Miss Eleanor C. 
Van Ranst, of New-York. Some years later ha 
urchased property in Bergen, N. J.. now Jersey 
City Heights, where ‘he lived up to the time of his 
death. He leaves a widow and two sons. The 
funeral will take place from the family residence, 
No. 297 Bergen-avenue, Jersey City Heights, at 2 
P. M. on Thursday. The body will be interred in 
Green-Wood Cemetery.

PLAYING HAVOC BEFORE A HEAVY 
RAiN-STORM. 

BXCITING SCENES IN THIS CITY—BLINDING 
CLOUDS OF DUST AND SAND—SERIOUS 
ACCIDENT AT LONG ISLAND CITY. 

Shortly before 6 o’clock last evening a bank 
of ashen-gray cloud advanced rapidly overbead 
from the west and threw a sudden gloom over the 

City, while the wind died out entirely and an 

ominous atmospheric silence reigned. The swiftly 

moving ashen cloud, as it rolled upward, disclosed 
gragged belt of angry, black sky, which receded 
tothe western horizon and obscured the descend- 
fine sua. Stores and factories were just closing 
and the ttreecs were crowded with men, women, 
and ebildren on their way home from work; but, 
a!most before they were aware of the cause of the 
powonted darkness, with a sudden rusha furious 


wiod-storm broke over the City. The streets were | 


dry and dusty, and sand-heaps before buildings in 
process of erection were scattered up and cown 
the streets. This dust and sand was thrown 50 
feet into the air and driven with tremendous force 
in ali directions, while trees bent almost to the 
ground with the force of the wind, and hats, um- 
brellas, newspapers, signs, placards, and a hun- 
dred other articles of a similar nature shot instan- 
taneously into space, a tribute to the might of lusty 
Boreas. Theseatsin the Battery Park were all 
occupied by overheated immigrants and the regu- 
lar park-benchers, who make that piace their 
head-quarters during the Summer months. When 
the storm broke upon them hats, bonnets, and caps 
flew about, while dense elouds of sand and dust 


_whirled round and round and obscured both trees 


and people. Men, women, and children ran against 
each other; women calied to their children, and 
for a few moments the greatest confusion pre- 
vailed. In the City Hall Park the same scenes 
were enacted. The enveloping cloud of sand and 
dust was so dense that pedestrians were unable to 
distinguish objects a rod before them, and the air 
was thick with flying articles of apparel, newspa- 
pers which had blown from their readers along in 
the square, hats and umbrelias, and even coats. 
The wind was so strong that while it 
continued the Third-avenue cars which 
turn in Printing-house-square, were held 
firmly that the horses were unable to bring 
them around the curve, and convequently the 


street cars were bloeked far into Chathbam-street. 
At Union and Madison squares tbe wind also 
made temporary havoc with hats, parasols, and 
umbrellas, and the whirling sand cloud obscured 
everything. No one on the streets, it is safe to 
say. escaped without getting his eyes filled with 
dust, and many lost hats and similar articles. The 
farious blast continued for five minutes, anti when 
it calmed down somewhat the streets were 
lined with prodigal hats, and bareneaded 
men and women were seeking escaped property. 
On the water, however, the storm was not s0 se- 
verely felt. The Captains of the steam-boats that 
ply between this City and Coney Island and Rock- 
away Beach said that, although the wind was very 
stif, it did not do any damage to the vessels. They 
bad caught the tail end of the storm which passed 
over in greater strength further north. The ves- 
sels on the rivers and the ferry-boats felt the storm, 
bat no harm wes done by it. The wind, which at- 
tained a velocity of 22 miles, was followed by a 
beavy rain which lasted for 15 minutes, and after- 
ward the sky cleared and the sun went down be- 
low a peaceful horizon. 

Daring the afternoon previous to the storm the 
Lower Ray was filled witn sailing craft, from cabin 
yachts down to cat-rigged boats. The appearance 
of the sky betokened a high wind, and‘the sailing- 
masters hugged the shores on Staten ard Longe 
Island. When the storm struck the bay, the sails 
were dropped and the little craft sought shelter in 
the numerous estuaries lining the sbores of the 
Islands. So far as could be learned no boats were 
capsized during the storm.

BURNING OF AN ALMS-HOUSE. 


PROPERTY VALUED at $200,000 pesTROYED 
—ESCAPE OF THE INMATES. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., July 2.—A fire at the 
Dauphin County Alms-house began at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon and destroyed every building on the 
ground except the laundry and school-house, It 
was the most destructive fire that ever visited this 
neighborhood. The fire was first discovered ina 
large frame stable, near the main structure. a 
handsome building, three stories high, with man- 
sard roof. Thestable was consumed, together with 
its contents and two horses and five mules. The 


heated slate on the main structure set fire to that 
building, and as there was a very high wind 
at the time the building was svon de- 
stroyed. As soon. as the dwelling caught 
the steward and bis assistants rushed to 
the insane department and’ forced the excited 
inmates, 21 females and 17 males, from their quar- 
ters. Allof them were saved, though some fought 
desperately. The fire is supposed to have Leen 
caused by heated hay in the barn, but tiere is a 
rumor that it was atarted accidentally by one of the 
ewployes from a pipe oracigar. The loss will reach 
about $200,000, and there isan insurance of about 
$30,000. One of the insane patients was severely 
burned by her clothing catching fire from sparks 
after she was out of the building. The insane were 
this evening removed to the State Asylum, above 
the city. and the sick were brought to the hospital 
here. Tents were procured at the arsenal, and 
will be erected near the ruins for the paupers to 
temporarily guarterin.

HARRISBURG, Penn., July 2.—Shortly after 
the insane people haa been taken to the State Asy- 
jum it was discovered that 12 of them were miss- 
ing, having fed. Two of them are very violent. 
It was expeeted that the State authorities would 
furnish tents to shelter the poor, who numbered 
over 150, but the Directors state that their request 
was pointedly refused by the authorities. This 
made it necessary to keep the poor people,in the 
open air to-night, or until temporary quarters 
can be erected. Provisions enough were saved to 
feed them for several days.

not copsent. Moved by the son’s tears, however, 
after the sentence had been pronounced, the boy's 
father told Judge Pierce thatif the judgment was 
| revoked, his son would marry the prosecutrix. 
| The Judge thought that marriage was the best 
| end of the case, and gladly gave his usseut 
| to the arrangement. The sentence was recon-

VETOES BY GOV. BUTLER.

REFUSING TO ADJOURN THE LEGISLATURE TO 
AUGUS8T—VETOING THE TAX BILL. 

Boston, July 2.—Gov. Butler has sent a 
long message to the Legislature refusing to ad- 
journ that body to August, as requested by a com- 
mittee. He states that he is astonished to hear the 
reason, namely, to tne end that tho Legislature 
might act upon the report of the committee which 
has been investigating the charges against the 
management of the Tewksbury Alms-house made 


by the Governor. He claims to have made no 
charges. The investigation, he says, was prompted 
by legislative action, and he eppeared before the 
committee in support of the evidence he had to 
offer. He declined to put any charges in writing, 
as it was not his duty soto do. The State Board 
has carried out the reforms he sought to accem- 

lish, and he asks why, for ail practical purposes. 

n# not the investigating committee fulfilled its 
object. The Legislature can take no action 
against the supposed delinquents, for that 
bas been done already. He suggests that it 
would do the Legisiature good to go home 
and read the printed report of its commit- 
tee on the management of the Tewksbury 
Alms-house. He inquires why the members want 
the session lengthened when they complain of 
their pay, intimating that the Legislature has had 
ample time to accomplish its duties. He is con- 
firmed in his opinion that the Legislature cannot 
adjourn without his consent, and says of any sup- 
posed right of the two houses to assemble without 
the consent of the Governor that it is a power, if 
it exists, that has not been exercised for more 
than a hundred years. He can conceive of a possi- 
ble emergency that would permit it, but that 
would be an emergency almost justifying revolu- 
tionary measures. The reportof the Tewksbury 
Investigating Committee, which, in his judgment, 
will not change the opipion or action of a single 
individual, is not an emergency. 

This afternoon Gov. Butler sent to the House his 
veto of the bill to levy a State tax of $2,000,000, 
He says he does not believe in raising money he- 
fore it is needed and leiting it lie in bonds at 3 per 
cent., while the poor people who pay the taxes 
must borrow at not less than 5 per cent. to pay 
them with. He reviews the finances of the last 
four years and says a tax of $2,000,000 is unneces- 
sary and unreasonable. He mentions several 
items which are apparently too large. Of the 
$79,000 for the Shanley claim he says itis not cer- 
tain that that amount will be needed. He regards 
$1,000,000 as a sufficient tax and $1,500.000 as ample. 
Without debate the message was laid on the table 
and ordered printed.

DISPOSAL OF THE TEWKSBURY DEAD. 

Boston, July 2.—In the Tewksbury exam- 
ination to-day a pony discussion ensued upon the 
question of the admission of the verbal evidence 
as to the doings of the Trustees and Superintend- 
ent as a board in reference to the disposition of 


bodies, but Mr. Brown withdrew the question. 
A record of a Trustees’ meeting, dated March, 
1883, was admitted, and a letter to the State Board 
of Health wasread. The record states that the 
disposal of dead bodies was placed in the hands of 
Thomas J. Marsh, Jr., in whose integrity the In- 
spectors had full contidence. From Oet. 19, 1873, to 
Oct. 1, 1882, there were deliverea to the medical 
colleges 594 adult and 36 children’s bodies. The 
whole amount paid by the colleges for the service 
connected with this was $8,227, of which $5,914 
went to the Mannings for transportation, $514 to 
T. J. Hall for assistanee, and $1,799 to Thomas J. 
Marsh for personal oversight. Mr. Nourse, a for- 
mer Trustee, testified that the books containing 
the record of the bodies sent by Marsh to the mea- 
ical colleges had never been called for when mak- 
ing up annual reports. Gov. Butler here made a de- 
mand for these books, and the committee by a 
unanimous vote ordered Thomas J. Marsb, Jr., to 
produce them. 
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ARCHBISHOP PURCELL COMATOSE. 
CINCINNATI, July 2.—Correspondents who 
haye returned this evening from the Ursuline Con- 
vent, in Brown County, where Archbishop Purcell 
has been in retirement ever since bis great finan- 
eial failure four years ago, say that he is lying ina 
comatose condition, and has changed but little 


during the last 48 hours. He may die to-night, and 
he may last several months. This is his third 
stroke of paralysis. The first was just be- 
fore his brother Edward died, two years 
ago, when he fell against a sofa and hurt his head 
and arm. Six months later he had another but 
lighter stroke. The present attack differs from the 
others in that it affects his right side. He has lost 
all power of sveech, and it is not certain he has 
been conscious at any time since he was stricken 
down on Thursday. The muscles of his throat are 
affected so that he swallows with difficulty. He is 
aman of wonderful vitality, and may last longer 
than is feared, but the chances are very much 
against a man in his eighty-fourth year. who is 
suffering from a third stroke of paralysis, with 
the thermometer in the nineties. 
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FOREIGN TRADE MATTERS. 
Lonpon, July 2.—The iron trade, the Times 
says, is more active, because of the increased de- 
mand from the United States owing to the new 
tariff. Numerous shipments have been made in 


order to take advantage of the new scale o/ duties, 

The Mark-Lane Hapress, in its review of the 
British grain trade during the past week, sass: 
“Spring-sown crops have materially improved, 
especially peas. The trade during the week was 
unusually dull, and quotations are nominally un- 
changed. The trade in foreign wheat is ata stand- 
still; the supplies continue large, and prices are 
unaltered, exceptin the cise of someinferior sorts, 
which are 1s.eheaper. Flour was without inquiry. 
Maize is becoming easier daily. There was no 
trade in cargoes off the coast. There were seven 
arrivals and two sales; five cargoes were with- 
drawn and six remained. The sales of English 
wheat during the week were 41,425 quarters, at 42s, 
3d. per quarter, against 19,490 quarters, at 46s. 11d., 
during the corresponding week last year.”’ 
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RUN DOWN BY A RAILWAY TRAIN. 

CuicaGco, July 2.—The outgoing Kansas 
City express train on the Wabash Railroad last 
night ran into a street car at the Root-street cross- 
ing, near the southern city limits, smashing it to 
fragments. The Jamps in the car exploded and 
set fire to it. Out of 18 personsin the car only 1 
escaped unhurt, and it is believed that two or 
three of the worst-injured persons will dle. Sev- 
eral of the passengers were badly burned before 
they could be extricated from the blazing frae- 
ments. The driver of the street car misunderstood 
the signal of the man stationed at the crossing, 
and this was the cause of the accident.

SYMPATHIZERS .WITH IRISHMEN 
RECENTLY HANGED. 

A MEETING TO RAISE MONEY FOR THEIR 

WIVES AND CHILDREN IN COOPER UNION 
HALL—CHEERS FOR DYNAMITE. 


The reading desk on the platform in the 
large hail of Cooper Union was covered with black 
last night, and surmounting it was a small Irish 
harp, also draped in mourning and decorated with 
smilax. The large pillars at the back of the plat- 
form were encircled with black cloth, and broad 
strips of the same material extended from pillar to 
pillar. The Chairman’s seat was occupied by P. J. 
Sheridan, who faced an andience of about 
1,000 men and women that had responded to the 
call fora mass-meeting “for the purpose of rais- 


ing funds for the families of the Irishmen recently 
hanged in Ireland bv Englishmen.” Among the 
people present were Dr. Hamilton Williams, John 
Walsh, Frank Byrne, Matthias Brady, a brother of 
Joe Brady, who was executed in Ireland; Major 
Patrick Horgan, Edward L. Carey, James 
Doyle, James Farrell, Miles O’Brien, James Mul- 
hane, Prof. Tarpey, John, W. Goff, William 
Burke, Michael Clarke, late of Glasgow, 
Peter Ryan, John Graham, Capt. George Spear- 
man, James Hanarahy, Mrs. Frank Byrne, and the 
following named officers of the Ladies’ Irish Aid 
Society, under whose auspices the meeting was 
h ld: Mrs. Kate Diggs, President: Miss Frank 
Byrne, Treasurer, and Misses M. Brophy and Jennie 
Byrne, Secretaries. 

The meeting was called to’ order by Mrs. Diggs, 
who aroused a great deal of enthusiasm by intro- 
ducing Mr. Sheridan as *‘one who might be reason- 
ably suspected of loving his native country.” 
Loud cheers greeted Mr. Sheridan as he arose to 
speak, He said he wished it to be distinctly un- 
derstood that he was personally responsible for 
whatever he might say, and he did not want any 
utterances of bis to be laid at the door of any of his 
friends and former associates on the other side of 
the ocean. ‘the object of the meeting was to 
pay homage to the memories of men who had 
given up their lives for their beloved country. 
{Vigorous applause.] A great dealhad been said 
in the newspapers about scientific warfare, but 
there were patriots in Ireland who loved their 
country too strongly to be confined to the methods 
of scientific warfare against a power so far superior 
to Ireland in that respect as England. The “ brave 
and dauntless men” who were “murdered by the 
English Government at Kilmainhaim” the speaker 
declared were actuated by the purest of motives 
in all that they did, and their names were worthy 
to be placed on the rol! of Ireland’s political mar- 
tyrs. Mr. Sheridan slowly pronounced the names 
of Joe Brady, Curley, Fagan, and “ that boy hero, 
Timothy Kelly,” «nd each name was loudly 
cheered. Those names, the speaker said, would 
be “honored and revered by every Irish patriot 
worthy of the name.” Much had been said 
against the use of aynamite in righting Ireland's 
wrongs. Experience had shown that moral sua- 
sion with England was a failure. ‘Therefore, the 
speaker believed, the Irish people were justified in 
adopting whatever metbods of wartare were most 
effective iu driving the English power from Ire- 
land. Mr. Sheridan said that he spoke the senti- 
ments of 99 per cent. of the people of Ireland. 
“*At home,” he remarked, “they ridiculed the 
very idea of fighting England with the ordinary 
methoas of warfare.’’ [Vigorous applause. | 
By recourse to scientific methods of destruction the 
Irish patriots hoped to inflict more injury on 
England than the German Army inflicted on 
France, and after one year of such warfare 
the speaker thought that England would go 
down on her knees to beg a cessation of these 
hostilities. If the Irish people were not will- 
ing to adopt such a plan of action they 
might as well throw up the sponge and 
bug their chains. Dr. Hamilton Williams said: 
**O’Connell found the Irish people a race of slaves. 
He did his level best to leave them so. Not only 
that, he did his utmost to leave them arace of das- 
tards by preaching to them the doctrine of obedi- 
ence to the laws."’ At the mention of O’Connell’s 
name the audience started to applaud, but as soon 
as the sentiment expressed was understood there 
was an ominous silence, and the sturdy-lunged 
doctor, perceiving that he had uttered an unpop- 
ular criticism, proceeded to reinstate nimself in 
Saye graces of his hearers by eulogizing Par- 
nell. 

The resolutions adopted declare, among other 
things, “ that any person entering Ireland officially 
commissioned by England to any ‘administrative 
office, enters at his peril, and tnat any Irishman 
accepting any administrative office from England 
in Ireland is atraitorto his country and race and 
should be dealt with accordingly, and that the 
time has arrived for Irishmen to use every 
weapon which nature and science have fur- 
nished to protect the oppressed § against 
the oppressor.” Sympathy was tendered to 
the families of Dr. Gallagher and his associates. 
It was also resolved to form a provisional commit- 
tee to communicate with Irish men and women 
throughout the country for the purpose of forming 
a permanent association, te be called the Irish Na- 
tionalists’ Aid and Defense Association, whose 
business is to be the providing “ for the families of 
all men who may lose either life or liberty in the 
service of Ireland.” 

A number of telegrams and letters of sympathy 
and encouragement were read. The communica- 
tion which aroused the greatest enthusiasm was 
one from California which read: ‘* Twenty-five 
dollars for the bereaved families and $100 for 
Rossa to buy dynamite.” Cheers were given for 
the sender of the dispatch and for O'Donovan 
Rossa. Prof. Tarpey made an earnest speech in favor 
of dyttamite, which he said was “so cheap that 
allcan have it.” Frank Byrne and John Walsh 
spokein behalf of the families of the four exe- 
cuted men, and bitterly denounced ‘English 
tyranny.”’ Mr. Walsh was disposed to be rather 
conservative, and in crediting the Land League 
with having helped Ireland he aroused a turbulent 
opposition from the dynamite spirits in the audi- 
ence, 

Prof. Mezzroff was londly called for and ve- 
hemently applauded when he appeared. His 
declaration that he started the dynamite system 
of warfare and meant to keep it up was the signal 
for resounding cheers. The Professor said he had 
spent as much time and moneyin the cause of 
Ireland as any man. All that he had done, how- 
ever, had been done in the cause of humanity. He 
had been called a dynamite fiend and threatened 
with arrest. No officer had ever attempted to ar- 
rest him, but if suchan attempt should be made 
he would annibiiate the man who attempted to 
arrest him. He bad made up his mind to do that.

EXPLOSION OF AMMONIA GAS. 

A singular accident occurred yesterday after- 
noon inthe De Le Vergne Refrigerating and Ma- 
chine Company’s Works, Nos. 155 to 161 Bank- 
street. An ofiice boy named Le Roy was showing 
a customer how a certain large tank was filled with 
ammonia gas, when the heavy iron head of the 


tank suddenly blew off with a report like the dis- 
charge of a small field-piece, and went through 
the roof of the sbed in which the tanks 
are stored, tearing a hole therein about 
10 feet square. The boy was thrown to the ground 
with great violence, and at first it was believed 
that he was killed. It was subsequently diseoy- 
ered, however, that his only injury consisted in 
having swallowed involuntarily a large quantity of 
the gas. He was completely restored to conscious- 
ness in a short time, and beyond afew bruises 
sustained no injury. The police of the 
Ninth Precinct eomplain that Mr. John C, 
De Le Vergne, the President of the company, 
refused to tell them the cause of the accident or 
the extent of the boy’s injuries.

COST OF MONEY ORDERS IN FUTURE. 

The new tariff on domestic Post Office money 
orders went into effect yesterday in aceordance 
with an uct of Congressof March 1. Money orders 


from all money order Offices in the United States 
will hereafter be issued to any amount from 1 cent 
to $100. Fractional parts of a cent must not, how- 
ever, be introduced into the order. For sums not 
exceeding $10, the new tariff is 8 cents; for sums 
over $10, but not exceeding $15, the charge is 10 
eents; for sums over $15, and not exceeding $30, 
the rate is 15 cents, and for each additional $10 an 
additional 5 cents is added to the rate up to $80; 
between $80 and $100 the charge is 45 cents. Post- 
masters are instrncted to refuse to issue in one 
day over “three orders to the same remitter, in 
favor of the same person, and payable at the same 
office. International orders remain unchanged as

MRS. GILMAN’S1RUS8T 70 A FRIEND 
BEFORE HER DEATL. 

MASSES FOR THE REPOSH OF HER 8s0UL 

CANNOT BE PAID FOR WITH THE MONEY 
SHE LEFT FOR THAT PURPOSE. 

im August last Margaret Gilman, 85 years 
of wre. placed $2,300 in trust with Henry McArdle, 
the money to be used in paying the funeral ex- 
penses of herreif and her husband, James Gilman, 
00 years of age, to erect a monument to their 
memory, and to pay a Roman Cetholic priest for 
saying masses for the repose of their souls. Short- 
ly after the creation of the trust both died intes- 
tate, Mr. Gilman dying after his wife. His nephew, 
Michael Gilman, became Administrator of the 
property, and brought suit in. the: Superior 
Court to sompel the Trustee, Henry Mc- 
Ardle, to account for the money placed 
with him, on the ground that the trust was in- 
valid. Judge Freedman, before whom the case was 
tried, decided yesterday in favor of the plaintiff, 
banding down an elaborate opinion. “The con- 
troveray,” he says, ** relates to that part of it [the 
trust] which directs the saying of masses. eb osileg 
in England this use would be held void, as a super- 
stitions one.”” The decisions of the English courts 
ure summarized to show that it has been held that 
the disposition of property, either real or personal, 
for such superstitious uses is void upon general 
principles of public policy. In the States of the 
United States where there is no established State 
religion there is no such statute and no such 


policy. The Judge says: “I do not hesi- 
tate to say that the doctrine of superstitious 
uses,as enforced by the courts of England, is 
against the spirit of our institutions and should 
nut be adopted 4 our courts. It is a fundamental 
principle of our law that aman may do wi'h his 
own as he pleases, provided he does not violate 
the law nor devote his property to an immoral 
use.” The question of policy having been digposed 
of, in so far as it rests upon religious grounds, the 
Judge then discusses the validity of the trust cre- 
ated. He deciaes that the trust is clearly not a 
charitable one, as it is not a gift for general public 
use. Neither is it fora pious use as pious uses are 
known in this country. ‘ The difficulty with the 
defendant's case,” he says, *‘is that the trust 
sought to be created by Mrs. Gilman is no trust 
at ali known to law or equity, because there 
Is no beneficiary or cestui trust in 
existence or capable of coming into existence, 
under the trust, and that if, for the reason stated, 
the trust fails, the disposition made of the money 
cannot stand because it amounted neither to a gift 
nor to a disposition by last will or testament. Our 
statutes prescribe how the personal property of a 
person dying intestate shall be distributed. They 
disclose a well-defined policy upon that point. 
They apply to personal property and choses in ac- 
tion of every description not actually and finally 

of by the intestate in his life-time 
in some mode recognized by the law, and they per- 
miit no other disposition. Consequently, as there 
‘Was no will ora gift, unless a valid trust was cre- 
ated amounting to an actual and final disposition 
of the money in suit, the law steps in and directs 
where the money shall go. Now, as essential to 
the validity of every trust, there must be tour 
things: (1) A subject matter; (2) a person compe- 
tent to create it; (3) one capable of holding it asa 
Trustee; and (4) one to whose benefit the trust is 
held. In the present case the first three 
exist, but the fourth does not. * * #*# 
The beneficiaries are both dead and beyond tLe 
reach of human iaw. Their souls are intended as 
the beneficiaries, and the money isto be expended 
for the repose of theirsouls. But the soul of one 
who has departed this life is incapable of taking an 
interest in the property !eft behind, nor is it in any 
sense subject to the jurisdiction of any legal tri- 
bunal, A court of equity protects the rights of 
the living. It cannot extend its jurisdiction to 
beings which cannot be apprehended within 
the boundaries of the realm. For the reason 
stated the trust sought to be _ created 
failed for want of a beneficiary. That be- 
ing so, and there having been neither 
agiftnora testamentery disposition, a resulting 
trust arises, by implication of law, under the cir- 
cumstances of this case, in favor of the ‘plaintiff, 
as the legal representative of the husband of the 
donor, against the defendant, and the defendant 
must account, The plaintiff is entitled to judg- 
ment declaring the invalidity of the trust, and ad- 
judging the defendant liable to account for all 
money stiliin bishands. As to all payments made 
by the defendant in good faith he is entitled to 
claim protection.”

The new building 1s of pressed-oriek and iron 
and is eight stories high. The bank offices occupy 
‘the firet floor on the Forty-sec.nd-street side of 
‘tthe building. while the rearand upper stories are 
allotted to the storage warebcuse and the Safe De- 
posit Company, The interior of the building is 
finished in marble encauatic tilinjgand iron and 
brass-work. The exposed iron-work is sijver- 
ronzed. The offices of the President, Vice-President, 
and Board of Directors are on the left hand of the 
main entrance, while on the right hand is a recep- 
tion-room for ladies. At the rearof the latter 
=mpartment a section of the vaults of the Safe De- 
tosit Company has been set apart exclusively for 
‘the use of ladies. Adjoining them are the vaults 
forthe useof gentlemen, with convenient recep- 
tion periors for their use. The six upper 
fioors are allotted to the storage of furni- 
ture. Each floor is divided into 23 compartments, 
with fire-brick walis and iron doors. Two freight 
elevators, each capable of containing « loaded fur- 
niture van, run from the basement to the top of 
the building.

MORE ASSISTED IMMIGRANTS.

A LARGE NUMBER OF PAUPERS BROUGHT IN 
BY THE QUEEN. 

The steam-ship The Queen, of the National 
Line, which arrived from Liverpool and Queens- 
town yesterday, brought 731 immigrants, of whom 
285 had been assisted by the British Government. 
The Inspectors of the Emigration Commission 
boarded The Queen at Quarantine and made a 
verbal protest against the landing of the immi- 
grants until a thorough inspection had taken 
place. The immigrants were detained on the ves- 
sel an hourand a half after she had reached her 
wharf while an examinacion was being made. 
None of them admitted having been in the work- 
house. When Castle Garcen was reached 
the immigrants were closely questioned by 
the elerks as to their antecedents. Those 
who admitted having received aid from the 
Poor Guardians were obliged to make affidavits 


in which they stated that they had not been in the 
work-house, and gave the names and addresses of 
their friends in this country, together with the 
amounts of the drafts which they had received. 
All claimed that they had friends in this country 
who were willing to care for them, and no grounds 
were discovered for detaining any of them. They 
looked better, as arule, than the assisted immi- 
grants who arrived on the Furnessia. Patrick Cos- 
tello stated in his affidavit that he had *‘a first 
cousin in good standiug in Boston.” Patrick 
brought his wife and 10 children with him, 
and had a draft for £9 17s. 9d. This 
is the largest amount for which an as- 
sisted immigrant’s draft has been issued 
sofar. Ellen Sullivan said that she had three 
children, the eldest of whom was the wife ofa 
soldier in Maltaand had one child. Ellen hasa 
sister and a brother In this City. She had a draft 
for £4 138. 9d. Mary Rafter has four children, and 
claims to bave several relatives in this City. The 
affidavits of the others showed that they all had 
friends here. Their drafts ranged from £2 to £9. 

Secretary Jackson addressed notes to the agents 
of the various steam-ship lines yesterday asking 
them to sign an agreement tothe effect that they 
would return by the vessels in which they arrived 
all persons who were likely to become paupers. 
Messrs. Oelrichs, of the North German Lioyd; 
Kunhardt & Co., of the Hamburg Line, and Wil- 
liams & Guion, of the Guion Line, in'ormed Secre- 
tary Jackson by letter that they would do as he 
wished. Mr. F.W.J. Hurst, of the National Line, 
wrote Collector Robertson that he would send 
back all the paupers that came by the National 
steamers. 

Barrow Eskin, a Russian Hebrew, applied for 
assistance at Castle Garden yesterday. He was 
sent here, with his wife and six children. by the 
Hebrew Aid Society about ten months since. He 
was then sent to Chicago, where he found but little 
work. About six weeks ago his wife gave birth to 
twins. She is now in the hospital. The other 
children will be sent home with their father.

THE ASSAILANT OF MISS STOCUM. 

Sheriff Horton, of Westchester County, 
yesterday drove to Purdy’s Station from White 
Plains Jailin a carriage with the negro Samuel 
Benton, who was arrested in Bridgeport on suspi- 
cion that he was the person who assaulted Miss 
Stocum, in the town of North Salem, on Tuesday 
last. The object of the trip was to see whether 
Miss Stocum could identify him. They arrived at 


her residence at about noon. When he was taken 
before her she seemed to reeognize him, and grew 
so faint that she had to be supported, although 
she is a pretty stout young lady. She looked at 
him long and steadi'y, and finally ecided that he 
was of the right color, his nose was very similar, 
and his voice was like the negro’s who assaulted 
her, but she eould not say positively it was he. 
The resemblance was very strong. The revolver 
whicb was found in his possession was shown to 
her when eke at once said that it was not the one 
which tad been pointed et her, of that she 
was positive. . He did not wear the same elothes he 
had on when first. arrested, and they did not an- 
swer the deseription as given by her. After this 
partial examination the negro was taken before 
Justice Barker, of North Salem, who comnnitted 
him to the White Plains Jail for further examina- 
tion. The Sheriff returned with him in the after- 
noon train, reaching the jail at about 5 o'clock.

A YOUNG MAN SHOOTS HIMSELF AND HIS 
SISTER, 

An unfortunate shooting affair took place 

| on Sunday afternoon at *Grove Farm,” the resi- 
dence of Mrs. William Ferris, at Throgg'’s Neck, 
Westchester County. With Mrs. Ferris boarded 
Mr. and Mrs. Seaman and their daughter Fannie. 
The latter, being an invalid, was confined to her 
room on the second floor and had a maid, Fred- 
ericke Gunther, to wait upon her. At 1:30 o'clock 
this maid had provided Miss Seaman with some 
soup and a glass of water and gone down stairs to 
get the rest of her dinner. At the same time the 
other members of the family were at dinner in the 
dining-room immediately below Miss Seaman's 


room. They heard some strange noises up 
stairs and finally a heavy fall on the 
floor. As the maid was just returning, they 
told ber to make haste and see what was the wat- 
ter. Sheranup, and immediately returned with 
the intelligence that Miss Seaman had been shot 
dead, and that her brother, William K. Seaman, 
was also lying dead on the floor. The family, 
among whom were Dr. Louis L. Seaman, chief of 
the medical staff of the Charity Hospital on Black- 
well’s Island, and Lawyer Henry Bischoff, Jr., of 
this City, immediately went up to the room and 
found the story to betrue. In the brother's hand 
was a revolver with which he had shot both his 
sister and himself through the brain. They must 
have both died instantly. Coroner Hyler, of Port 
Chester, was notified and held an inquest, 
when a verdict was returned that the de- 
ceased oung man came to his death from 
a pistol-shot wound inflieted on himself 
while laboring under temporary aberration of mind 
caused by overwork. A verdict covering the case 
of the sister was aiso returned. Miss Fannie Sea- 
man was very pretty brunette and she and her 
brother were particularly fond of each other. 

Mr. Seaman entered the Department of Mechan- 
ic Arts in Cornall University in the Fall of 1874, 
and soon took rank as an unusually bright student. 
He was especially excellent in the practical work 
of the machine shop, where he easily took prece- 
dence over all others, end was noted for his spirit 
of energy and determination. One of the machines 
now in daily. use in the shop, designed and con- 
structed entirely by his own hands, is a witness of 
his skill. Personally he was of a genial. jovial dis- 
position, and, while toc much of a worker to have 
a large circle of friends, he was very popular with- 
in his circle. He graduated in 1878, and soon 
found employment with the late A. L, 
Holley, of this City. Later he was en- 
gaged for a time with the Seuthwark Foundry 
and Machine Company, of Philadelphia. About two 
years ago he became connected with the Lacka- 
wanna Iron and Coal Company. of Scranton, 
venn., where he was engaged at the time of his 
death. Atthe laiter place he had introduced an 
important and extensive improvement in the 
machinery of the steel rail mill. The machine was 
lately put in operation with entire success, and 
will, without doubt, prove of great value to the 
rolling mill trade. He was early made a member 
of the American Society of Mechanical Engineers 
on the recommendation of some of its foremost 
members, and at its last November meeting in this 
City he read a paper before it on the subject of the 
invention spoken of, the paper being warmly com- 
mended. Inconnection with superintending the 
construction and erection of this machine and bis 
other duties he bad been greatly overworked, 
having complained of exhaustion and sleepless- 
ness for more than a_ year, and at one 
time he contemplated giving up his posi- 
tion and going to California for his health. 
His sister, Fannie, was 28 years of .age. The pa- 
rents, who are very much prostrated, have the 
warmest sympathy of their neighbors, the vil- 
lagers, and all their acquaintances.

REDISTRIBUTING PATRONAGE. 


CHANGES MADE IN THE AFFAIRS OF THE EX- 
CISE DEPARTMENT. 

The Board of Excise Commissioners met 
yesterday and adopted a series of resolutions 
making some changes of importance in the manner 
in which the department shall hereafter be con- 
ducted. The chief of these changes makes the 
Secretary of the board, Benjamin F. Haskin, the 
executive head of the department, with full con- 
trol and direction Of the clerks, inspectors, and 
attachés, subject to the orders of the Commis- 


sioners. The General and District Inspectars 
are required to report to the Secretary 
every day. Clerks and other persons, unless 
authorized to do so by the Commissioners, are not 
to be permitted to make out applications for 
licenses. The office of Chief Inspector is abolished, 
and the duties heretofore performed by that official 
are hereafter to be performed by three General 
Inspectors. The department is to be divided here- 
after into three general districts. The General In- 
spectors will haye supervisory power over their 
respective districts, and direct the District Inspec- 
tors as to the proper performance of their 
duties. The first general district will consist 
of the First, Fourth, Sixth, Seventh, 
‘enth, Eleventh, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, Seven- 
teenth, Eighteenth, and Twenty-first Police Pre- 
cinecis. The second general district will consist of 
the Fifth, Eigbth, Ninth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-seventh. and Twenty-ninth 
Police Precincts. The third generel district will 
consist of the Twelfth, Nineteenth, Twenty-sec- 
ond, Twenty-third, Twenty-eighth. Thirtieth, 
Thirty-first, ‘Thirty-seoond. Thirty-third, Thirty- 
fourth, and Thirty-fifth Police Precincts. District 
Inspectors are required to report all violations of 
the excise lawto the General Inspectors within 
24 hours after their detection. Hereafter no ap- 
lication fora license will be acted upon or any 
eonee granted unless such license shall have been 
repared and the affidavits taken by persons se- 
ected by the Board of Excise. Failure to comply 
with any of these rules on the part of the employes 
of the board will be deemed sufficient cause for 
removal. 

The persons appointed General Inspectors under 
the new system were P. J.C rty, John K. Perley, 
and James D. Hawes. Perley is an Irving Hall 
Democrat, Carty a County Democracy Democrat, 
and Hawes a Republican. Carty had filled the 

osition of Chief Inspector before the change, The 

nspectors have not yet been assigned to their dis- 
tricts nor have their salaries been fixed. The 
changes and appointments given above were 
made on motion of Commissioner Haughton, 
seconded by Commissioner Morris. Commissioner 
Mitchell voted in the negative. The annual report 
of the Board of Excise shows that the receipts dar- 
ing the year were $517,195 and that 8,813 licenses 
were granted. The Commissioners yesterday dis- 
missed Excise Inspector Joseph F. O’Brien, and 
appointed in his place John Megan.

MISHAP TO AN OCEAN STEAMER.

THE CUNARDEK AURANIA BREAKS DOWN 
NEAR THIS PORT. 


The new Cunard steam-ship Aurania, which 
was due here yesterday morning, broke her ma- 
chinery at 5:40 Sunday afternoon when off Mon- 
tauk Point. The first news of the accident reached 
New-York by the pliot-boat Washington, No. 
22, which anchored off Staten Island yester- 
day afternoon. One of her pilots came up 
to the City and stated that on Sunday 
afternoon the Washington fell in with the 
Aurania. Cupt. Hains. of tne latter vessel, re- 


ported that the connecting rod broke and the cyl- 
inder burst. No one was injured by the accident, 
which had not been anticipated by the engineers 
and .was, doubtless, owing to some flaw in the 
iron. There were on board 125 hrst class passen- 
gers. 30 second class, and 1,300 steerage. They 
had all anticipated reaching New-York early this 
morning, and although disappointed at the delay, 
none manifested any alarm. Capt. Haines asked 
the people on the Washington to send six tugs to 
the aid of the Aurania. The disabled steamer was 
under sail, but wa" making littlé progress, when 
the pilot-boat proceeded. The voyage had been a 
very prosperous one up to the time of the 
mishap. Mr Vernon H. Brown, the agent of 
the Cunard Line, is in Europe, but his secretary 
upon receiving the message from Capt. Hains went 
to Capt. Moore, the steam-boat agent at Castle 
Garden, and securéd the Cyclops, the Germania, 
and four other sea-going steam-tucs. The fleet of 
tuzs sailed late yesterday afternoon. and will 


would probably arrive at 10 o’clock this morning, 
but Capt. Moore thought that the tugs would not 
arrive with the Aurania before 10 o'clock to-night. 
But for the mishap the Aurania would have 
made a very quick voyage. She left Queenstown 
at 4 P. M. on June 24 and would have reached 
Sandy Hook at an early hour yesterday morning 
had the machinery held out.
